now deſcribing, may merit a re- 
marque for rarity and variety of 
Symptomes, equal to any ever pub- 
liſhed ; aſſuring you, there ſhall be 
nothing inſerted here, what 1snot 
reſpondent to the truth 1n the leaſt 
particular; though nothing 1s more 
to be regretted, than that an acct- 
dent ſo unfortunate in all its cir- 
cumſtances, both of the Wound, 
Cure, and Miſtakes, ſhould befall a 
perſon, whoſe Magnamimity, Va- 
lour ,. ancient Deſcent, and other 
ſingular Endowments, did render 
him a true Engliſh Nobleman, and 
Peer of the Realm. 

d 2. His Lordſhip received a Wound 
in the right Hypocondre, the Sword 
entring about an Inch more or leſs 
C by conje@ure ) below the ſhort 
Ribs, almoSt perpendicular to the 
right Pap, and paſſing thwart down 
through the Abdomen, feemed to flop 
on the Os coxendix (or hip bone) 
Somewhat above the Acctabulum. 
The Sword felt very cold as it paſ- 


ſed 
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ſed, and on this ſide the terminati- 
or near the Groin, made a prick or 
pun@Fure ſo ſmart, that it cauſed his 
Lordſhip to fall down 5 which alſo 
occaſioned a great Bruiſe or Contuſt- 
on 0n the Hip: that is, a corftuſtors 
of the Muſculi glutz1, and the Cutis 
above them. His Lordſhip got up 
again, and walked to ſome conſi- 
derable diſtance, until he arrived at 
a perſon of Quality's houſe in, e*c. 
$ 3. My Lords conſtitution of 
Body was ſtrong and vigorous ; 
his Temperament Hot and Hu- 
mid, that 1s, Sanguine 3 his Ha- 
bit replete, fleſhy, and well- 
coloured : he was -24»0>, that 1s, 
of goad and ſound Bowels ; aged 
near eight and twentyzhis imoyretas 
was onely obſervable in this, that 
his Nature could in no manner bear 
{ſtrong Catharticks; whereas on the 
other hand, the gentleſt Lenitives 
or Laxatives, and Eccoproticks, in 
a very moderate Doſe, would ever. 
operate plentifully with him, and 
B 2 that

that upon occaſion cure iriw. 'My 
Lord's i9:#5«z (1f I may fo term it) 
was a moſt paſſionate averſion 
from the Roman-Catholick Reli- 
gion , and a great inclination to 
Learning and Languages; wherein 
he was ſo far advanced. as to be 
noted to be-an univerſal Scholar, 
an expert Linguilt , and an excel- 
lent Mathematician. His Candour 
and Afﬀability readred him belo- 
ved of all perſons of whatſoever 
degree, that had the honour of 
knowing him. He was undaun- 
ted in the greateſt of dangers, as 
appeared in the late Sea-fights, in 
which he ſerved his Majelty as a 
Voluntier. He was entirely. juſt in 
his actions, and free of all manner 
of Debaucheries ofthe Times. 

$ 4. Afﬀter a ſhort repoſe at the 
place above-mentioned, his Lord- 
ſhip was adviſed to ſend for a Sur- 
geon neareſt at hand, who proved 
to be a French man: He no fooner 


came, but immediately probed the 
Wound, 
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Wound , which finding to pene- 
trate into the hollow of the Belly, 
cram'd in 'a Tent, armed I ſuppoſe 
with ſome Stegnotick , though 
without any great occaſion, in re- 
gard the Wound did 1fſue forth but 
a ſmall proportion of Blood, This 
done, he took away ſome eight or 
nine ounces of blood out of the 

right Arm. 
$ 5, Whether the foreſaid French» 
mam was a Barber, a Blood-letter, 
or Surgeon , I know not , being 
wholly unacquainted wiih his edu- 
cation, by which at Parzs one 1s 
obliged to be Apprentice four 
years to a Maſter-ſurgeon of Parzs, 
and afterwards examined : or if 
he hath attained to his profeſſion 
with ſome Maſter abroad, he is to 
ſerve three years 1n one of the Ho- 
ſpitals of Paris before he can be 
admitted Maſter. ſurgeon of Parzs. 
Neither 1s this French man, accor- 
ding to my information, received 
among the Company of Surgeons 
B 3 at 
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at London as a forain Brother : So 
that if he was not a Maſter-ſurgeon 
of Paris, or other great City, nor 
yet a forein Brother in England, 
I judge 1t was a great preſumption 
in him to offer to dreſs fo great a 
perſon as his Lordſhip. 

$ 6, However , wy hath the re- 
reputation of a Surgeon here,which 
any French Lacquey, having one- 
ly ſerved a Barber ten or twelve 
moneths, and coming into England 
provided with a Pot of Turpentine, 
a Lancet, and a ſtock of impudence, 
ſhall never miſs of, 9iz. of the re- 
pute of a famous Surgeon lately 
come out of France. By the firſt 
ingredient he 1s to cure you of the 
Chaude Piſje ;, by the ſecond, of the 
Fever; and by the third ingredient 
it is he makes you believe he 1s as 
great a Phyſician as he is a Sur- 
geon 5 whereas in effe&,he is onely 
a Surgeon of the three Ingredi- 
ents. 

) 7. The firſt Phyſician ſent for, 


WE 
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was my ſelf,having ſerved his Lord- 
ſhip in that capacity ſeven or eight 
years ; but not being in Town, Dr. 
Polyphemss his aſſiſtance was defir'd, 
who immediately preſcribed Cly- 
ſters, Oyatments , Fomentations, 
Cordials, and what not, to fill up 
the Sheet, in order to remove, or 
at leaſt to appeaſe the violent pain 


of the left ſide in the lower part of 


the Belly , among- Phyſicians ter- 
med the Hypogaſtrick region. What 
the Preſcriptions contained , the 
DoQtor's own Apothecary knows 
beſt ; neither can I ſpeak further of 
them, than that in the time of four 
and twenty hours , or ſomewhat 
longer, the Bill amounted to three 
pounds odde ſhillings. 

$ 8. Dr. Polyphemws obſerving 
the ſtorm of Symptomes to increaſe 


upon him, 1n point of prudence 


did not judge it convenient to ſee 
himſelf fole Pilot in a Sea where 
ſo many Sands and Rocks might 
poſiibly environ him, and he not 
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perceive 'em; he therefore preſſed 
that ſome more able Head-pieces 
might be joyned to his, by which 
means, if a Shipwrack ſhould hap- 
pen, they could readily excuſe one 
another; it being cuſtomary to ma- 
ny Phyſicians, firſt to conſult their 
own reputation and profit, and 
next to that, the welfare of their 
Patients. To anſwer that indica- 
tion , Dr. T:#20- and the Epheſian 
DoQtor were called in. The firſt 
thing 1n debate was, what parts 
were hurt; for the diſcovery of 
which , they commanded their 
French Surgeon to make his ſoun- 
dings, which he performed not 
by the Probe, bat by his Fingers, 
ſcrewing one or two of them into 
the Wound , and turning them 
round : upon the forcing them out 


again certifid his Principals, that the 


Peritoneum Was divided, his Fin- 
ger having grated quite round and 
round the Perforation, and fo con- 
ſeqvently the Sword mult have 


paſſed 
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paſſed through the hollow of the 
Belly. Whereupon the eloquent 
Dr. Polyph. according to the uſual 
cuſtome of his Polyglot, did diſ- 
charge himſelf in a moſt elegant Ha- 
rangue, (which ſome in Burleſque 
term, prating, a quality more be- 
coming the Stage, than a Patients 
Bed-ſide.) The fubſtance was, That 
Wounds are more or leſs dange- 
rous according to the parts that 
are hurt ; therefore 1t were highly 
incumbent upon them in this con- 
juncure to make uſe of their beſt 
Anatomical craft ; in which parti- 
cular the learned Dr. T:z20z, by his 
induſtrious and moſt minute dif- 
ſections of Animals and their parts, 
as Heads, Plucks, Dogs, Cats, at 
Oxford (humane Carcailes being 
very rare there) hath acquired ſo 
great a ſhare ( as appears in his e- 
 gregious piece de C.) that he 
might with right challenge the dig- 
nity of Speaker in that little Coun- 
ci], whoſe determination then was : 
Firſt 
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Firſt, That the Liver was not hure. 
Second, That the Sword lid over 
the Guts (being ſlippery) under 
the Peritoneurm. Further this De- 
ponent ſaithnot. 


$ 9. Next Dr. Polyphemaxs flung 


in his Anatomical Talent, implying 
the external coat of the Coloz to 
be raced by the Point of the Sword. 
Moreover , That the Sword did 
not paſs under the bowels, (a ſort 
of expreſſton I never expeced 
from any Phyſitian) and conſe- 
quently that the Meſertery eſcaped 
being pierced. 

$ Io. The DoCtor of Epheſas, 
then not a Fellow, nor indeed ſo 
much as a Candidate, fpoke laſt, 
and leaſt, and cloſed with them 
both in a coxcedo totum. Should 
TI paſs by this laſt Doctor's care, I 
ſhould eclipſe his merit: For though 
every night either one of the Sur- 
geons, Apothecary, or their men, 
were preſling.to watch with his 
Lordſhip, yet the DoGQor's paſſo- 
nate 
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nate care did oft exclude them, to 
prefer himſelf to fit up all night; 
for which ſervice he was ever ſa- 
lated next Morning with three 
Guinies , beſides Pipes, Tobacco, 
Wine, Ale, and paying the Apo- 
thecary for the Opirnr, which was 
uſually given when the Doctor 
watched. 

$ 11. The French-Surgeon (who 
hath the honour of being called Dr. 
Polyph. his Surgeon, whether from - 
following his Coach, or from being 
his Tributary, I know not )) had 
the boldneſs to ſay, 1a the preſence 
of two Noblemen, and before the 
Phyſicians faces, The Do@or be all 
miſtaken, it be neider de Liver, 
neider de Gut, neider de Bladder ; 
but it be de Kiddenay be hurt; and 
did undertake to prove it mathe- 
matically, viz. The Sword centred 
juſt under the ſhort Ribs on the 
right ſide, which is one Angle; 
thence paſſed thwart over to the 
Kiddenay , which makes another 
| Angle; 
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Angle; whence again the Point 
might eaſily be retorted to the 
Groin, which compleats the third 
Angle: ſo that here you have a 
Wound made 1n a Triangle ; ad- 
ding, that if the Point of the Sword 


ſhould not have reached the Groin, 


by conſent of parts the pain might 
very well have been communicated 
from the Kidney thither. I confeſs 
had he not ſmiled when he deliver- 
ed this 1mpertinency, I could not 
have inferred him a rational An7- 
2:al from his diſcourſe, but onely 
from his Riſibility; and for that 
reaſon have not thought it ſeemly 


to inſert the leaſt Letter of his 


Name among thoſe ſo eminently 
learned men, as are mentioned, and 
to be mentioned in this Narra- 
tive. - | 

$ 12. Still more Eyes were re- 
quired ; and to that end Dr. Ws. 


was invited into their Conclave; of 


whoſe ſharp-ſighted ingeny nothing 
was leſs doubted than a clear di(- 
3 covery 
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covery of the ſeat and cauſe of 
thoſe pains that continually tor- 
tured this Noble perſon. Anatomy 
had oft ſhewed him that the left 
Ureter commonly took its way not 
far- off from that region , within 
whoſe circumference the foremen- 
tioned pains were limited ; the dif- 
ficulty of Urine thereunto being 
added, whereby his Lordſhip was 
at intervals much incommoded, 
were Arguments ſufficient enough 
to induce him to believe the left 
©reter to be pierced through. 

$ 13. Afﬀairs daily appearing in 
a worſe dreſs than other, 1t was pru- 
dently refolved among the fore- 
mentioned experienced and learned 
Doctors, that ſince 1n all appear- 
ance a fatal determination would 
ſuddenly (1n their opinions) hap- 
pen, that to render their fruſtrane- 
ous conſultations more authentick, 
it was highly neceffary to admit 
ito the Caba? Mr. Preſ. the Foun- 
tain of Phyſick, and Father to the 
* Fas 
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Family of Phyſicians; likewiſe Dr. 
Nemo,their elder Brother and Elect, 
whoſe deep learning is ſo univer- 
ſally noted , that his abode can- 
not be unknown to any that ſhall 
but caſt an eye upon the Frontiſ- 
piece of that elaborate Diſpenſata- 
ry of the laſt Edition. By theſe, 
whatever had been done by the 0- 
thers before, was ratified and con- 
firmed; and whatever hereafter 
ſhould be acted, done, or perfor- 
med, ſhould alſo be approved and 
corroborated by them. So that it 
might ſeem not a little ſtrange to 
hear people talk of miſcarriages, 
errors, and I know not what o- 
ther diſcourſes concerning the pre- 
ceding Phyſicians, here being the 
greateſt and undeniable Authority 
to bear them out ; therefore this 


may” be an 7tezz to all perſons, that 


ifany of their Relations, as Father, 
or Wife, ſhould happily die under 
the care of ſuch or ſuch a Phyſici- 
an, nat to mutter ar mumble that 

- they 
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they miſcarried, or might have been 
recovered ,. or the like; becauſe 
= Phyſician (if legal, as they call 
It ) acteth cam privilegio; and it 
{hall be ratified at any time that 
they died learnedly; and this in 
Li is adjudged to be a competent 
ſatisfaction. 
$ 14. Though ſeveral parts were 
reſpectively by theſe great men in 
their ſcrutiny propoſed to be affe- 
ted, as you have read; yet 1n the 
whole their counſel cannot be dee- 
med to be divided, no more than 
when any thing 1s ſuppeſed to be 
loſt, it 18 determined by the ſeekers 
to look for it in places ( though 
never ſo diſtant and abſurd ) as 
well where 1t 18 not, as wherelt is : 
and ſoit. was in this caſe, eſpecially, 
when his Lord(hips Relation , out 
of curioſity hiding her (elf behinde 
the Curtains in the Room where 
the Conſultation was held, heard 
them conclude thus : Let the pain 
be in this part, that, cr the other 
part, 
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part, let us order a Clyſter, for that 
can do no hurt + and ſo it was una- 
nimouſly carried ; and for this ad- 
vice ſeveral Guinees were diſtribu- 
ted, which however can hardly be 
ſaid that it.was reſpondent to the 
new Motto, Come, let xs preſcribe 
for our Fees. | 

$ 15. In the next grand mee- 
ting, according to the account [ 
had from the ſame perſon of Ho- 
nour, it was held neceſlary to ad- 
viſe Barley-water for the Patient's 
ordinary drink; for which care 
the like number of Guinees was pre- 
ſented : and for a third Conſulta- 
_ tion, where Milk and Water was 
agreed on , they were rewarded 
with ſuch another ſum. 
may obſerve with what care and 
mature deliberation Medicines 
were particularly adviſed one by 
one, and not thronged in by num- 
bers; yet alas !

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' & 16. But Reader, be not tran- 
ſported in your amazement at the 
extraordinary induſtry of theſe 
Phyſicians, in pitching upon ſuch 
{imple (that 1s, {ingle) Medicines, 
as were juſt before mentioned to 
you, when two other Phyſicians 
of the Cabal did by far ontvie 
them in their care, in preſcribing 
a Pippin roaſted to their Patient 
for his every nights ſupper ; and to 
ſhew of what importance the pre- 
paration of it 1s, they fell into a ſe- 
rious debate , whether 1t ought 
to be roaſted in a brown Paper, 
ora Vine-leaf. The Conteſt grew 
high,though at laſt agreed upon the 
Vine-leaf, as being more medicinal, 
Likewiſe in the caſe of my Lord, 
about a moneth before his deceaſe, 
it was thought neceſſary to call 1n 
two of the learnedeſt Phyſicians of 
London, who having taken an ex- 
at inſpection of the Diſeaſe, and 
particulaly examined all my Pre- 
 ſcriptions, did poſitively aver, 

that 
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tHat the Diſeaſe and Cauſes could 
be no other than what I had diſco- 
vered them to be, and the applica- 
tions expreſſed 1n the Bills to be ve- 
ry proper : Furthermore they de- 
ſired me to retire with them inta 
thenext Room to conſult ; which I 
excuſed, alleadging, that it would 
be more convenient for them both 
onely to conſult together, to have 
their free ſcope, and preſcribe what 
they thought fit, that his Lordſhip's 
Relations and others might ſee 
what they could adviſe, whether 
it ſhould be the ſame, or different, 
or ſomething more than what was 
in uſe then, which on purpoſe I 

kept concealed from them, The 

wrote down, 1. An Mack

done, his Lordſhip's Relation de-

the was pleaſed to render this An- 
iwer: As for the Hyprotich, that 
in the opinion of all people hath 
been adjudged to be the principal 
cauſe of my Lord's ruine. Touching 
the Oyntment, there is one made uſe 
of now, which is ſeldomappli'd with- 
out ſucceſs. A Vulnerary Drink alſo 
is daily taken, by vertue of which 
my Lord was(notlong ſfinceYſo well 
recovered, as to enable him to go 
forth two moneths together. A 
Glyſter is given every afternoon, 
or at leaſt every other day, the ef- 
fect of which hath been ſufficiently 
approved. Wherefore if you have 
thought upon nothing elſe, I con- 
ceive that the Medicines that are 
at preſent madeule of, ought rather 
to be continued, -than to run the 
rilque of others, though of the ſame 
kinde ;z and ſo I thank you for your 
pains and trouble. But that for 
which I produced this inſtance, 
was once more to offer to your 
view the great caution that's ever

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concomitant to the Learned in their 
joynt adviſes : for upon my return 
1ato the Conſult-room, I tound the 
two Doctors at ſome variance; the 
one preierring brown Sugar to be 
diſſolved 1a the Glyſter laſt ſpoken 
of, and the other ſtriving hard for 
Sygar-candy. 
$ 17. Before I arrive to the re- 
cital of the practical attempts of 
theſe grand Phyſicians, let's pauſe a 
while upon the variety of their 
Sentiments touching the parts hurt. 
The Anatomical Phytician in his 
Eſſay, declares with a penlive gra- 
vity, that the Liver was not hurt ; 
which, confidering onely the pal- 
ſage of the Sword, and the poſture 
his Lordſhip ſtood in when the 
Wound was given; (a circumſtance 
nece{larily to be conlidered )) was 
calily determined. My Lord's Ad- 
verſary (tanding upon a high guard, 
with his Sword-arm ſtraight exten- 
ded, his Lordſhip made a Pals 
u pon the Seconde ( ako the onely 
thruſt 
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thruſt the other Jay open to) with 
a ful aVonge ; upon which his Ad- 
verſfary took time, by dropping his 
Point, and purſuing it with a thruſt 
on the #iers, by which the Sword 
happened to enter a little below 
the ſhort ' Ribs on the right fide, 
and paſſed thwart downwards to 
the inſide of the left Hip; fo that he 
holding up his Wriſt , and turning 
the Point of his Sword down, and 
thereupon making a Paſs with an 
allonge upon his Lordſhip, ſtanding 
in the poſture aforeſaid , muſt ne- 
ceſlarily have miſt the Liver, and 
paſſed through the Meſentery be- 
twe2n the ſmall Guts downwards 
whereas if one ſtanding on his 
guard 1n ſomewhat a higher po- 
ſture, had received a quart thruſt 
made ſtraight, and the Sword had 
entred a little below the ſhort Ribs 
on the right fide, and had paſſed 
directly thwart over, then the Li- 
ver could not have eſcaped bein 
wounded ; and in all probability 

© 3 the 
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the Coloz and the Spleen allu would 
have been hurt ( ſuppoſing the 
Sword had paſſed quite through ) 
or if it had deſcended onely a lit- 
tle downwards, then the Kidney 1m- 
deed might have been hurt, as the 
French-man inconfiderately afler- 
ted. So that you may obſerve how 
requilite it 1s to take notice of the 
circumſtances. In fine, I conceive 
that that learned Dr. was too ſhort 
I crave his excuſe for the ex- 
preſſion ) in his diſcovery, there 
being other parts hurt then not 
thought on. 
$ 18. He that ſuſpected the Coloz 
to be toucht, mult alſo have infer- 
red, that a Wound in that part, 
though 1n the external Tunick, tur- 
ning into an Ulcer, would ſoon 
have perforated the other Coats of 
that Gut ; and conſequently Blood 
and Matter iſſuing out at the too], 
would have been evident ſignes 
of it : J beſides, the Excrements e- 
yery time paſing by, - whether na- 
turally, 
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turally, or by Glyſter , muſt alſo 


have occaſioned 1nflammations and 
ſmart pains, and probably fome 
partof the Excrements would now 
and then have been thrown 1nto 
the tapacity of the Abdomen. If 
according to the opinion of the 
other Phylician , one of the Ureters 
had been divided, there muſt ſoon 

have enſued a Droplic upon It. 
$ 19. The Chirurgical part was 
performed by” two Frezch-men, 
whole devoires were to heal the 
Wound of the right Hypochondre 
by ſeveral 1atentions, v2z. by ſtop- 
ping the bleeding, digeſting, deter- 
ging , incarning, and cicatrizing 3 
whereby on purpoſe it was kept 
open for many days, though againf} 
the rules of the moſt experienced 
Surgery 3 there hapning, as com- 
monly doth, 1. Cholerick Vomi- 
tings. 2, Smart gripes of the 
Guts. 3. A Wound-feaver; and 
all this, beſides other Symptomes, by 
keeping the Wound open, through 
C 4 which 
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which the crude oitro-ſalin air enter- 
ing into the Body, cauſes ſuch an im- 
preſſion and alteration on the Guts 
and Bowels, as produceth thoſe 
miſchiefs aforeſaid. Moreover, if 
the Remedies to remove ſuch ill at- 
tendants be not properly applied, 
then there 1s an addition of new 
concomitants, whereby at laſt the 
Patient 1s obliged to yield to his 
unfortunate Period , and this by 
the firſt miſtake of curing a Wound : 
ſo that it is in Chirurgical practice, 
as 1t 1s in the way of reaſoning, 
Admiſſo uno abſurdo, conceduntur 
mille. 

$ 20. Wounds are kept open 
either for to give paſſage in extra- 
cting ſome extraneous Body, as a 
Bullet, Splinter, a piece of a Sword, 
or Lance; or to purge extravaſate 
Blood, or other Jaices, that Nature 
may convert into an 7chor, Sanies, 
Px, or other matter at the Orifice 
of the Wound. Now in this caſe 
of his Lordſhip , whatever Blood, 

Or 
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or other matter ſhould be ſuppoſed 
to have been extravaſed or iſ[ued 
out of the Veſſels, difſeminated 
through thoſe parts that were hart, 
it muſt neceflarily through its na- 
cural propenſity of weight have 
deſcended down 1nto the Pe/vis, or 
bottom of the Abdomen, granting 
the Peritongum to be divided : it 
ſo, how could it rationally be ex- 
pected , that the foreſaid matter 
lodging in the bottom of the Bel- 
ly, ſhould be evacuated at the up- 
per part, unleſs the Patient were 
hung every day by the Heels with 
his Head downwards ? neither 
then would it be fealible, 1n regard 
that the Epiploox and the Guts 
would by ſuch a counternatural 
poſition cram and fill up the Ort- 
fice of the Wound, by which the 
forementioned matter would be 
intercepted. Another inconveni- 
ence that is conſequent to pene- 
trating Wounds of the upper part 
of the Belly, 1s the Epiploor, or 

the 
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the Guts, or both, doever after up- 
on Coughing, or by lying on that 
fide, or otherways, make ſuch a 
Protuberance there, as 1s obſerved 
to happen upon Ruptures, or Her- 
2:ia's 5 Which alſo npon this way of 
cure befel his Lordſhip, being 
thereby rendered ſubjet upon the 
leaſt Cough, or lying on his right 
(ide, to be extreamly incommoded 
with a Protuberance of the bigneſs 
of a Fiſt, more or leſs ; for which 
we adviſed a Truſs, ſach as I had 
ſeen another wear before, being 
wounded in the Belly, and ill cu- 
red. 
$ 21. The laſt, and for what I 
know, the oreateſt miſchief, where- 
of this way of cure was the occe- 
ſtonal cauſe ( a term beſt under- 
ſtood by the three firſt named Phy- 
{icians) was, that nature was di- 
verted from her work, namely of 
protruding the extravaſe Blood, 
that might be ſuſpected to be fallen 
down tato the Cavity of the 4b- 
domen, 
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domen.towards the Groin, or other 
external part, to be converted into 
an Impoſthume, as on the like oc- 
caſion hath been oft obſerved. 
2. Of diſcuſſing through the Pores, 

or carrying off the Gleet ( which 
otherwiſe ſoon turns Into a Firz5)by 
Urine, as daily remarques on ſuch 
caſes do ſufficiently evince. 3. Of 
thickning and concoCting the ner- 
vous juice (that by a Wound or 
puncture of a Nerve 1s rendred 
thin and acrimonious ) by Natures 
Ballamick vertue, whereby a pun» 
ture 1s ſouderea and conſolidated. 
, Of all theſe three intentions, I ſay, 
Nature was diverted, by keeping 
the Wound open ;z which occaſio- 
ned unſutterable Gripes, Vomitings, 
and a Wound-feaverz by which 
* - means the ſpirits were put 1nto 
a tumult and outrage, diſperſed in- 
to ſeveral parts, which otherwiſe 
would in three or four days have 
eaſily healed both the Punfure and 
external Wound. 

) 22> 
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$ 22. Tam not onely to tell you 
how this accident ought not to be 
cured, but allo am obliged to ex- 
preſs the manner how his Lord{hip 
in probability might have been re- 
covered in fewer hours than he 
ſurvived Weeks. The external 
Wound, for the reaſons alledged 
before, ought to have been cured 
by the firſt intention onely, which 
is Apgolutination or Conſolidation, 
whereunto a Wound is eafily pro- 
moted, by applying the lips toge- 
ther, and retaining them ſo, either 
by Bandage, Suture: plaſter, or SU- 
ture, according to the poſition of 
the part, and circumſtances of the 
diſcontinuity ; ſuppoling there was 
no extraordinary Hemorrhage , or 
xpectation of extraneous Bodies 
to be extracted , or matter to be 
repurged, Tendons and Nerves to 
be recently hurt, ſo as to have re- 
ceived no prejudice from the am- 
bicnt Air, or its own Gleet, which 
immediately turns into a YVires, - 
tac 
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the whole Wound freſh, to which 
its own Blood oft ſerves for the beſt 
Gluten and Balſam. Butit by long 
retardation the extravale Blood 
ſhould have been coagulated, then 
it muſt be waſhed oft with a little 
warm'd red Wine, and — 
ly upon it the Lips are to Be clo- 
ſed. 
$ 23. In caſe of a Hxmorrhage 
in a freſh Wound, hapning upon 
the diviſion of ſome of the capill- 
lar or greater Arteries or Veins, 
make ule onely of this ityptick Lt- 
quor, viz. Put three parts of Col- 
cothar, one part of common Allom, 
and one of Sal Pranelle, powdred 
and mixed together, into a Bolts- 
head , afiuſing oa them as much 
Spirit of Wine not reCtified, as may 
ſwim atop two Inches; digeſt them 
in Aſhes eight and forty hours, or 
longer, then decant the Liquor 3 
with this wet ſome dry Lint, for- 
med into a looſe Pledget, and ap- 
ply it to the Wound fo, that each 
particle 
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particle thereof may aſſuge ſome 
part of the evaporation of the L1- 
quor : this being continued until 
the Hzmorrhage be ſufficiently 
checkt ; then cloſe the Lips, apply- 
ing the ſame Pledget atop , newly 
wetted again, and put a Compreſs 
on each fide of the Lips, about one 
Inch more or leſs diſtant from them ; 
and over that make a Bandage ac- 
cording to the ſtructure of the part 
and figure of the Wound. 

$ 24. Poſſibly what concerns 
ſimple fleſhy Woudds, their cure 
by Ns firſt intention may univerſal- 
ly be approved to be the beſt and 
ſpeedieſt , barring the exceptions 
hinted to before, and ſome few o- 
thersz; but it 1s much ſcrupled 
where Nerves or Tendons are pun- 
ured or divided, where Gleet, if 
impriſoned by a fudden conſolida- 
tion of the circumjacent wounded 
fleſhy parts, doth cauſe moſt ex- 
uifite Pains, Inflammations, Im- 

poſthumes, Convalfions, and ſome- 
times

times Syncopees, and upon their 
continuation, Death. 
$ 25. Surgery 1s in no part leſs 
improved than 1n this particular, 
which though punctures of Nerves 
or Tendons daily happen upon 
unskilful bleedings, yet allowing, 
they dilate the cuticular Orifice 
to'give vent to the Gleet, ſanzes, 
or other matter that may be en- 
gendered, and fo endeavour to cure 
the Wound by ſeveral 1ntentions, 
notwithſtanding it's frequently re- 
marqued, that few eſcape without 
great tortures, large tumours, lame- 
neſs, or the loſs of the whole Limb, 
and ſometimes of Life; and all this 
by reaſon the Gleet is not ſudden- 
ly ſtopt, the PunCture healed , and 
the Air kept out, by a ſpeedy con- 
folidation of the ſupercubant 
wounded ſanguine parts. 
$ 26. Now to prevent all theſe 
miſchiefs, and to anſwer thoſe va- 
110us indications by one ſingle in- 
tention, I will do the Publick that 
ſervice 
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ſervice, to imparta Medicine ſo pe- 
netrable as to reach a wounded 
Nerve, Tendon , or any nervous 
parts, though in the remoteſt re- 
ceſs of the Body, and fo congluti- 
native and balſamick, that it will 
ſtop the Gleet, and conſolidate the 
divided Nerve, and other wounded 
parts, in an interval oftime ſo ſhort, 
that onely your trial of it can in- 
duce you to believe. 


The Medicine 3s the following Bal- 


- ſam. 


Take Oyl of Therebinthin what 
proportion you pleaſe, which by 
gentle evaporation in Sand reduce 
to a Balſam; adde to it as much 
Colchotar of Vitriol as will ſerve to 
1mpaſtate it into the confiſtence of 
an Elequary z hereon pour as much 
Spirit of Wine, once rectified, as 
will ſwim atop five or {ix Fiagers 
breadth; digeſt it 19 Sand, until the 
Spirit of Wine be ſufficiently i im- 
pregnated 
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pregnated or clogged with the Bal- 
ſam ; then decant 1t, pour on the 
remaining Balſam the ſame meaſure 
of Spirit of Wine, which being 
ſufficiently digeſted,decant it. Pour 
the decantations into a Glaſs-body, 
faſten the Head to it, and abſtract 
the Spirit of Wine in Balneo A. 
until what remains in the Glaſs-bo- 
dy be of the conſiſtency of a Bal- 
ſam or thick Oy]. 

You may obſerve, if you make 
ufe of compound Balſam of Sxl- 
Phir, inſtead of the Balſam of The- 
rebinthia , impaſtate 1t with the 
Colchotar, and extratt it as afore- 
ſaid , it may be preferred tn ſome 
caſes. 

The Application is in manner 
following : The diſcontinuity of 
the Nerve , or nervous part , not 
being very remote from the ſurface 
of the Body, you are to drop a few 
drops warm'd into the Orifice of 
the Wound, having firſt, by waſh- 
ing with warm'd red Wine , or 
D _ gentle 
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ventle compreſion , removed the 
coagulated Blood out of the 
Wound, that may intercept the pe- 
netration of the Balſam to the parts 
intended; afterwards uniting the 
Lips, impoſe upon them a Pledget 
armed with a few drops of the Bal- 
ſam ; and with, or without Com- 
preſſes, according to the condition 
of .the Wound make your Bandage. 
Bnt if a nervous part be ſuppoſed 
1njured ina more retired ſcituation 
of the Body , a proportionable 
number of drops of the ſame Bal- 
ſam 1s to be inſtilled into a ſmall 
quantity of white Sugar, and then 
diflolved in a draught of red Wine, 
or vulnerary ſanative Decoction, 
which taken inwardly twice or 
thrice a day, will ſoon reduce the 
Patient to a perfect recovery. 
What I have here propoſed , 1s 
to be apprehended onely to relate 
tothe manner of cure, by the firſt 
intention; in the mean while, if the 
Patient be plethorick, coſtive, or 
attended 
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attended with particular Sym- 
ptomes3 bleedings, evacuations, 
and other means, are left to the diſ- 
cretion of the Phyſician, or Sur- 
geon, to be adminiſtred according 
to the emergencie of the occaſi- 
on. 
Though among Vulnerary Me- 
dicines theſe before-mentioned are 
the beſt I know, yet the many 
experiments of his Majeſty's Vul- 
zerary Drops on Wounds, and ſome 
penetrating alſo, (which in point 
of danger might ſeem to exceed 
that of his Lordfhips in the begin- 
ning) ſo ſpeedily and ſafely cured 
by them, 1s an evident demonſtra- 
tion, that it 1s the moſt excelling' 
of Medicines that ever was 1nven-' 
ted, conſidering how pleaſant it 15, 
and amicable to all the Spirits, and 
yet ſo extraordinary penetrating 
and fanative. Theſe Royal Yul- 
zerary Drops were procured by 
the Right Honorable my Lord H. 
and ſent from him to his Lordſhip

| by Monſieur, &c. Which be- 
ing ſignified to the Phyſicians, 
after they had ſufficiently abu- 
ſed the ſaid Manſieur, ec. for 
his pains, they declared it was 
a, Medicine they did not under- 
ſtand ; they knew not what it was, 
and therefore wonld not give their 
conſent it ſhould be uſed; adding 
withal this idle ſort of menace, 
That if his Lordſhip did take it, 
they would come at him no more 
(Would to God they had not) pro- 
vided my Lord had onely made uſe 
of the foreſaid Yulnerary Drops. 
T am aſſured, by all what I under- 
{tand of the circumſtances of that 
Wound, and the manner how it 
ought to have been cured, (which 
TI have already expreſied to you) 
it was very poſſible he might have 
been living at this hour, and have 
given his Gracious Majeſty thanks 
for ſaving his life, by the ſervice 
_ that a Noble-man of his vigorous 
years, and extraordinary qualifi- 
c2tions 
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cations might enable him to. 
- But then we ſhould have loſt our 
Fees and Reputation, for not per- 
forming the Cure. This puts me 
in minde of a French Surgeon at 
the Hagze, ( a ſort of people to be 
found almoſt in all places, where 
the price of bleeding exceeds two 
pence half penny) who being met 
by a friend in the ſtreet, was 1n- 
quired of whither he was going in 
ſo great haſte; t'other replied, To 
get a brave Gelding, or a fat Ox, out 
of a Gentleman's Leg; Which be- 
ing but ſuperfiazally hurt, he to 
accompliſh his deſigne, did by ſharp 
gnawing Ointments and Plaiſters, 
purpoſely widen the Wound, un- 
til at length by his tampering a 
Gangrene hapned, and thereupon 
his Leg was taken off below the 
Knee, which ſoon after put a period 
to his life, Now had this Wound 
been cured by the firſt intention, 
in two or three days, then the 
Monſieur would have been diſap- 

D 3 pointed 
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pointed of his fat Ox; or had he 
ſufftered another Surgeon more 
knowing and expert than himſelf 
'to be called in. to his affiſtance, 

which by the rules of honeſty and 
conſcience he ought to have done, 
when he. found himſelf in an er- 
rour, and the Patient in apparent 
danger ; but, thought he, then his 
male practice, his ignorance, and 
want of skill would be detected, 

eſpecially ſhould one be called in 
that was not of his Colledge at 
Paris, and poſſibly one that might 
have known the Conſtitution of 
this Patients Body for ſeveral years. 

No, faith the French-man, it's bet- 
ter for my Reputation that this 
man, and a hundred more, die un- 
' der my hands, than that I ſuffer 
one togofrom me not cured, to be 
recovered by another 3 for the 
Grave hides a multitude. But 
would the Patients Relations have 
had five or fix of his Colledge at 
Paris (ent for, theſe he would glad- 


ly 
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ly conſult with, ( for many Shoul- 
ders can eaſter carry a Corple to 
the Church-yard than one) and 
the method 1s uſually thus. Bro- 
ther ( ſaith he 1n ordinary ) I holp 
you out tother day at a dead lift, 
and you, and you, and you; here 
. 1s a Patient whoſe Leg 1s gan- 
gren'd, he will die; I have made 
ſuch and ſuch applications: Then 
they conclude one and all, this 
Gangrene was occalioned by the 
Patient's 11] diet and diſorders. Yes, 
Brother , ſaith another Cox-comb, 
this Gangrene 1s Hereditary , his 
Father died of a Gangrene in the 
Kidneys 3 you have done what 
man could do, he is a dead man ; 
but continue ſtill the ſame applica- 
tions, until he 1s certainly dead, Jeſt 
another ſhould come 1n and fet him 
up again ; for that would prove 
a great ſcandal to our whole S6- 

ciety.. 
Before I recede from my Narra- 
tive, give me leave to preyent your 
D 4 ſuſpe-

ſuſpecting it fabulous, by making 
appear, that it's very poſflible for 
a French-man, though onely a 
Corn-cutter, a Shaver, or Blood- 
letter, to paſs for an excellent Sur- 
geon. Firſt he ſhall ſhew you a 
rare ſhow of glittering Inſtru- 
ments ; then charm your Ears with 
prating of hard words ; by flea- 
ing of a Dog or Cat before two 
or three Novices as Witneſles, de- 
clares himſelf an Anatomiſt : If he 
mangles a Muſcul into two parts, he 
triumphs in the CharaGer of being 
the greateſt Anatomilt in the world, 
1n regard he hath firſt diſcovered 
all Muſculs to have two Bellies ; 
whereas, poor fellow, beſides a falſe 
experiment or two. upon the duG7xs 
Chyliferas, or transfuſing of Blood, 
1s utterly 1gnorant of the whole 
Syſtem of Anatomy : and laſtly, 
with a Stertorophenia, howls it 
out, he is one of the Colledge of 
Paris , which engroſles all 3 and 
therefore needs to give no other 
— account, 
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account, though he be never ſo great 
a Puidam. The ſame arrogance 
1s aſſumed by the Phyſicians of the 
faculty of Paris, which 1s the Col- 
ledge allo, who therefore ſuffer 
none to mount on Aſles, or rather 
Mules, to viſit Patients 1n the City, 
but themſelves ; whereas thoſe o- 
ther Phyſicians that are graduated 
at Monpellier,. or other famous U- 
niverſities, have onely the liberty 
of practiſing in the Suburbs ; fo 
that 1f a perſon of Quality ſhould 
happen to fall ſick in the City of 
Paris, he is obliged to live and die 
under one of the Phyſicians of the 
faculty ; and if by Prognoſtick he 
is ſentenced to die by one of them, 
if he ſends for twenty more, he 
will get no reprieve. For this 
reaſon, many Gentlemen, whoſe _ 
ſickneſs will permit them to re- 
move, make choice of the Faxx- 
| bourgs, where they may adviſe with 
what Phyſicians they pleaſe, whoſe 
Learning and Experience doth not 
| conſilt 
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conſiſt ina mere formality of being 
of the Colledge of Parzs, but it's 
derived from therr cloſe ſtudies, and 
induſtry in attaining toeveryBranch 
of the Art of Phylick, as Anatomy, 
Pathologte, hy Botanicks, 

Pharmacy , Chymiltry , travelling 
to moſt of the renown'd Univer- 
ſities of Exrope; viſiting the Ho- 
{pitaks in all places, and obſerving 
ls, and fiſhing out of Profeſſors 
what it's polltble for them to learn, 

So that it hath been oft obſer- 
ved, that thoſe that could not be 
cured in the City, were eaſily re- 
covered in the Suburbs. This be- 
ing repreſented to his Majeſty of 
France, it was judged very injult, 

that a Company of formal Fops 
ſhould, by their invincible By-laws, 

exclude fo many Learned men, and 
by that diſable them for practiſing : ; 
and therefore, whoever he be that 
lieth ſick 1n Pars , mult either be 
killd or cured by one of them, 
and -be mulcted according to his 
diſcretion. - To 
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To remedy this, though his ſaid 
Majeſty wonld not deprive them 
of their ancient Priviledges , be- 
cauſe conferred on them by his An- 
ceſtors, yet thought it expedient 
to erect a forein Colledge , 1nto 
which all Phyſicians that were gra- 
duated as Doctors in other Uni- 
verſities, were incorporated, and 
priviledged to practiſe in the City, 
as well as Suburbs; which ſeemed 
to be a Ballance to the faculty of 
Paris; by which means if male 
practice was committed by one of 
the latter, it was immediately ta- 
ken notice of by ſome or other of 
the former, and complaint made 
to a ſuperior power; and thus 
vouching for one another, and kil- 
ling cxzz previlegio, was at an end. 
Another benefit that redounded 
from inſtituting a foraiz Colledge, 
was, that they were ever outvying 
one another in Learning, Experi- 
ence, Cures : In fine, they were a * 
diametrical controul to one ano- 

ther ; 
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ther ; a ſick man might be ſure he 
ſhould not be flattered, deceived, 
or impoſed upon in his Diſtemper, 
or Purſe, becauſe there were their 
oppoſites ( I mean in emulation ) 
ready at hand to be called in upon 
them. 

This new Conſtitution was like- 
wiſe very pleaſing to many Gen- 
tlemen,that had three or four Sons ; 
the Eldeſt claiming the Lands jure 
Hereditario, one of the reſt poſhi- 
bly might be intended for Phyſick, 
on whoſe education in Learning, 
Travelling, and taking his Degrees, 
there muſt be a good ſum of money 
expended, and probably all his Por- 
tion; now that this Phyſician ſo 
honourably educated, ſhould have 
the priviledge denied him of pra- 
Qiſfing 1n the capital City of his 
Country , by a Society of avari- 
tious Monopolizing Phyſicians, be- 
cauſe he will not repeat or take his 
degrees over again among them, pay 
3 or 4 thouſand Livres,ſtoop to the 
meaneſt 
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meaneſt of them, though his Ju- 
niors , and cohere with them in all 
their diabolical vouchings, errours, 
_ and 1ll prattices, was one of the 
ſevereſt things, and worſt: of cu- 
{tomes imaginable. Neither was 
this all ; but whoever was admit- 
ted among them, was to ſwear, that 
_ he would with all artifices, intereſt, 
and power, declame all other Phy- 
{icians, though duely educated and 
graduated , eſpecially thoſe that 
by their Induſtry, Studies, Travels, 
and Experience, equal'd the beſt of 
theis Colledge, he was obliged to 
Mountebank,and call them Quacks, 
Ignorants, or any other vile name, 
that might render them contempti- 
ble to the people, to prevent then 
in their Bud for ever coming to 
any conſiderable employment in 
Phylſick. 

The people at length grew 1n- 
cenſed, and made it a grievance of 
the Nation, that a Colledge-phy- 
fician ſhould, beyond their Prince, 
have 
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have a power of life and death 
over them, without being liable to 
an account for it: Neither did their 
{ollicituae reſt here, but would 
oft ſurmiſe, what if a brave. ſpirited 
Nobleman, or the Prince himſelf, 
ſhould be taken 11], his life and 
their welfare muſt depend upon the 
conjectural opinions of three or four 
of theſe fellows ; whereof if one by 
a hired wiltul miſtake, errour, or 
ignorance, doth a@& perniciouſly, 
the reſt will readily complie with 
their Leader, unleſs controuled 
and ballanced by others of a more 
fiacere and judicious temper. No 
wonder then, that theſe men had 
contrafted the Charafter of Phy- 
ſtcians of the three S. viz. Son, 
meaning thereby a Glyſter : Sezgree, 
Bleeding : and Sea, intimating 
Purging ; expreſling, as if they 
could do nothing elſe, but blow 
Wind in- their Guts, bleed, and 
ſcowre' them. ' It was not keep- 
ing a Coach, and living in Gran- 

deur, 
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deur, that would longer perſwade 
people , they knew a whit the 
more for that; comparing them 
to ſome Merchants, who by hving 
ſplendid and high, had procured a 
great credit, though looking into 
their bottom, they found them not 
worth a Sow marc. Therefore it 
is eaſily believed, that the erefting 
a forain Colledge was a great fatiſ- 
faction to the Subject. Bat it's 
time I ſhould have done deſcribing 
thoſe Coledge-fripons, * and pals o- *Fris 
ver to the remainder of my task, prove 
where now I am arrived, to record 5; 
the Preſcriptions of the learned(ſt 
Phyſicians of the Univerſe , and 
chief Members of another ſort of 
a Colledge famous and renowned 
for every thing, that is, for aliqnid 
in otnibys. I have already told 
you, that from the ſeventeenth of 
November 19 the Evening , to the 
nineteenth 1n the Morning , there 
were ordered Fomentations , Li- 
niments, Cordials, @&c. to be

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prepared by Dr. Polyph. his own A- 
pothecary.

ſtamachie Nerves, whence derived 
' this conyulſive 4/th»e, the nerves 
of: the,;2/4pbragm' being likewile 
convelled,'by . content : excuſe the 
expreflion of attributing the word 
Convullion to the Nerves, it being 
uſually: applied to; Muſcles. Now 
Its apparent enough, that this Me- 
dicine , did exceed the former: in 
heatz but by the way remember, 
that, exhibiting it 1n that manner, 
was Autharitas Medica, not to. be 

F 4 1mita- 
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imitated by every Phyſician, ngr 
indeed by any, unleſs of very great 
repute, no more than Steter#ntque 
come , by every Poetical Pxda- 
gogue. The relation of this fore- 
mentioned conſultation was given 
me in the company and hearing of 
twenty Phyficians more, by the 


{ſame Phyſician, whom the other 


was called in upon; from whoſe 
reputation the credit of this inſtance 
is totake its meaſure, But enough 
of this, intending to be more at . 
large npos Miracles of this kinde 
performed at Paris, in a Treatile, 
eatitul'd, The Conclave of Phyſci- 
ans, Where the ſubtil and polite 
Government of the Phyſical Pope 
=_ his Cardinals, is diſcourſed 
of. 

$ 62. Onthe 27th and 28th of 
Decemb. if you look back on the 
Recipees, you will finde the Cordial 
Juleps ſtrained to a higher pitch of 
heat, and throngs of Spirits z where- 


as in the preceding treatment of 
his

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his Lordſhip, eſpecially towards the 
beginning, the Cordials were pre- 
ſcribed more moderate in heat, be- 
ing diluted with Simple Waters; 
which as the Patients Symptomes 
increaſed, were alſo thought fit to 
be ſtimulated, and made quicker, 
to keep pace with the Diſtemper, 
until at Jaſt both had carreer'd into 
an high Fever, as hereafter ſhall be 

remarqued. 
$ 63. Whatever Curatory Indi- 
cations are deſumed, I have ever 
obſerved, that ſome grand Phyli- 
clans of, &*c. never are forgetful of 
the Indicatio Vitals ; whereon 
they lay ſo great a ſtreſs, that they 
ſeem to prefer it before the Cure 
of the Malady, and the removing 
of the Cauſe : Inſomuch, that 
where-ever they come, the Scene 
is a Cordial preſcribed at the head 
of the Scrowl, eſpecially where the 
Diſeaſe doth not manifeſt it ſelf fo 
plainly to their apprehenſion ; and 
particularly in the Diſeaſes of Chil- 
dren

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dren and big-bellied Women. This 
ſort of Cordial Pradice ſounding ſo 
ſake among the Vulgar, impoſes a 
neceſlity upon the 22inor Phylici- 
ans to move in the ſame Zodiac : 

For ſhould a Friend or Relation of 
a Patient come to viſit him, and 
not ſee the ſmall Vials on the Ta- 
ble, with the Silken Stoppers, he 
would rail the poor #zi#or Prophet 
out of doors, and cry out, He kil- 
led the ſick man for want of a Cor- 
dial. So that it's ealily believed, 
that the greateſt eſtates are gotten 
by preſcribing of Cordials,and not 
by curing Dilcaſes. However, take 
my meaning right, I do not hence 
infer this Cordial Practice to be an 


| Impoſture 1a. thoſe eminent Doctors, 


but rather ſome Ruines of Paracel- 
ſax in their Pericraniam 5 whence 
you may juſtly term them Chymriſts - 

for by their Cordials they nd 


. tofortific the general Archews in the 


Stomach, or at leaſt to make an im- 
preſſion or idea upon it (or to uſe 
Helmont s 
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Helmont's phraſe, a refleGion like 
upon a looking-glaſs) which being 
ſucceſſively continuated or propa- 
gated (like ſtreams 1n a water) unto 
every particular Archexs, that com- 
mands over every part, a Diſeaſe; 
and its occaſional Cauſe, are expelled 
in a moment 3 provided that their 
Cordials are virtuated with thoſe 
Qualifications Helmzout deſigned 
for his Drif. But theſe are onely 
 Deliramenta Catarrhi, and fo is oft 
this Cordial PraGice, unleſs when 
put into uſe, it hath a power ad- 
joyned to oppoſe and remove the 
Cauſe of the Diſeaſe. This pre- 
miſed, let's make enquiry whether 
this Cordial Practice uſed from 
the beginning upon my Lord, 
might be.accounted proper. Se- 
condly, Whether preſcribing gentle 
and moderate Cordials in the be- 
ginning, and very ſtrong and ſmart 
ones towards the latter end , was 

not much more improper. 
& 63. The Indication for Cor- 
dials 
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dials is taken from the defe&t of 


the vital and animal Spirits, occaſt- 
oned by the loſs of laudable Blood, 
or a vitiated and diminnted Chy- 
moſis , whence Blood is not ſuffici- 
ently engendred for matter to be 
converted into Spirits and the $yc- 
cus nutritins, or by the loſs of Spi- 
rits diſperſed and conſumed by 
great Pains and Tortures, or what 
other Cauſe, by the Phenomenon 
they then conceived, they pleaſe 
to affign. The loſs of Blood was 
infignificant here z but the infuf- 
ferable pains in the lower part of 
the Belly were great, through 
which Sleep was interdifted, the 
Spirits extremely depauperated, 
and the Concoctions of the body 
ſubverted, ſothat a proportionable 
meaſure of Blood could not be ge- 
nerated. To anſwer the Indica- 
tion furmifed in this latter notion, 
they preſcribed the common Cor- 
dials uſual among them almoſt in all 
Diſtempers; 2iz. Black-Cherry- 
Water, 
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water, Plague-water, Cinamon- 
water, and Aqua mirabilis ; ſome- 
time the one, and ſometimes the 
other. But what could theſe ef- 
fect ? You may believe, they could 
not ſupply the twentieth part of 
Spirits that were dayly exhauſted. 
Furthermore, it may be offered to 
confideration, whether the foreſaid 
Cordials did not ſharpen and fret 
the Blood and Spirits, whereby the 
pains might be render'd more tn- 
tenſe, and their cauſes augmented ; 
which Method being continued, 
what could the iſſue of it be, but 
that which followed? 
$ 64. To illuſtrate this to you in 
a more familiar inſtance 3 Suppoſe 
a man loaden with a burthen on his 
ſhoulders ſo weighty, as to make 
his Joynts ſhake and tremble under 
him; if you give him a Dram of 
the Bottle, he may ſupport a little 
the longer : though ſoon after, bis 
Joynts fall on ſhaking much more, 
and then you relieve him with a 
glaſs

laſs of Canary ; which perceiving 
to effect leſs than his firſt Cordial, 
im regard the burthen on his ſhoul- 
ders hath diſperſed more Spirits,and 
weakned him much more than the 
firſt Cordial reſtored, or corrobo- 
rated, you make a third eſſay (ima- 
gining the former Cordials too 
weak) and offer him a large doſe 
of . Aqua mirabilis, upon which 
ſuddenly.-comes tumbling down to 
' the ground, 'both man and bur- 
then. 
$ 65. My. obſervation upon this 
153 I. That the dire& way to aſliſt 
this man, 1s to take off his burthen 
from. ms ſhoulders, either all at 
once, or by degrees 3 which will 
prove the beſt. Strengthner and 
Cordial, eſpecially if ſupplying 
him with proportionable Corrobo- 
ratives. 2. That the weaker a 
man groweth, his Cordials ought 
to be leſs fpirituons, and more 


temperate; for elſe it will drown 


and. overwhelm his Spirits on a 
ſudden

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ſudden. But in theſe [preceding 
Preſcripts, I finde - the weakeſt 
Cordials exhibited in the begin- 
ning, and the ſtrongeſt towards 
the. end. However, lince it vas 
concJuded. by. ſuch great Phyſici- 
ans, that the adminiſtration of 
Cordials in that form and propor- 
tion was neceſiary, good manners 
prompt me to declare, 1# was well 
done, they did what men conld do, 
and they ought to' have been ſure to 
continue it, until the Patient had 
certainly, &C. -. | 

- -<$ 66. -For to appeaſe and lay 
the pains, Hyproticks were fre- 
quently given : | Theſe by {tupe- 
fyiag and condenſing the Spirits, 
gave his Lordſhip ſome intermiftion 
of his tortures, during their opera- 
tion 3 Which no ſooner was expir'd, 


| but they return'd into their accu- 


ſtomed fury. What followed 2? 
My Lord was ſeveral times ſurpri: 
zed with a total ſuppreſſion of 
Urine, a Symptome very dreadful; 

But 
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But the Fpheſar happily thought 
on a ſma!] Wax-candle, which be- 
ing forced into the Urethra ( or 
paſſage of the Yard) not ſo far as 
the SphinGer, did by ſtimulation 
excite the facultas excretrix of the 
Bladder, by which means his Lord- 
ſhip immediately diſcharged his 
Urine. Now let's examine the 
Cauſe of this Suppreſſion : It was 
not occaſioned by the Stone; for 
the Wax-candle did not penetrate 
ſo far, as to be ſuppoſed to reach 
it, and thruſt it back ; neither was 
it any grumous Blood, Slime, or 
Gravel, for the ſame reaſon. Then, 
I hope, I may without offence, put 
the queſtion, Whether it was not 
the too oft repeated Hyproticks 
and Opzates, that had ſtupefied the 


Bladder, its Sphiz&er, and thoſe 


branches of Nerves that defer the 
animal Faculty to both, and con- 
ſequently the animal Spirits being 
render'd torpid, had not force ſut- 
ficient to evacuate 'the Urine, 
whence

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whence hapned that ſuppreſſion. 
That 0pzats and Narcoticks arenot 
ſeldome attended with ſo ill a 
Symptome, as the ſappreſſion of 
Urine, needs no other proof, than 
dayly Experience; and that hits 
Lordſhips ſuppreſſion depended on 
ſuch like cauſe, the argument 42 


juvante ſeems evidently to infer, 


which was a Wax-candle; that by 
ſtimulating and exciting the ſopo- 
rous faculty of the Bladder, pro- 
cured an excretion of Urine, But 
Modeſty obliges me to ſay, This 
was very well done, in regard ſuch” 
great Maſters, of Medicine cannot 
doamils. _. 

$ 67. All this while the Phyſi- 
clans were only vagrant in latitude, 
receding from one Remedy to ano- 
ther, and not gaining the leaft way in 
longitude, but rather loſing ground 5 
which made them come fo oft to an 
anchor,by giving of 0pzuzz, How- 
ever, {ince they could not always 


.aCt Ly//a by, nor the Patient con- 


G _ * ftantly 
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ſtantly be detained in ſleep, there 
was a neceſlity of launching out, 
and ſteering all manner of Courſes, 
to get into Port, 

Firſt then, his Lordſhip's pains 
were judged to proceed from a Col;- 
ca Bilioſa, (or a hot Colick) which 
they endeavoured to purge off by 
their Laxative; preſcribed on the 
20th of November « What ſucceſs 
had this ? By night they were for. 
ced to ſummon in their whole Poſſe 
Commatus, viz. Cordial Juleps, 
Fomentations, Bags, Hypnotic Po- 
tion, two Anodyne Glyſters , as 
appears in their Preſcriptions : the 
next day the repetition of the 
Purge was approved of, but Gly- 
ſters, Anodyne Liniments, Pearl 
Cordial, and the Hypnotic, were ta 
be in readine6. The 22th and 
23th the Hypnotic (their Anchora 
| ſalatis)) and Cordials were repea- 
ted. Oa the 24th of Decemb. they 
were reſolved to try their fortune 
once more, by purging of Phlegm 
h : out 
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out of the Stomach ; by which they 
ſeem'd to intimate another opinion, 
viz, That his Lordſ{hips Pains 
1\ſued from a Wind-Colick, the 
Wind being occaſtoned by the at- 
tenuation of the Phlegm in the 
Stomach, and poſted thence into 
the great Guts ; whence 1t was to 


be carried off by Pil. Ruff, &c. 


$ 68. Seeing Pains proved 
too obſtinate to be longer ſuſpect- 
ed for any, or all the forts of Co- 
lick, they would now tentative (a 
term too much 1n uſe among them) 
ſuppoſe theſe torments to be Scor- 
butic, and the pain that oft excur- 
red as far as the Loins, to be a 
Lumbago Scorbutica. About ſhip 
again, ſteer large 3 orders were im- 
mediately given to diſtil an Aztz- 
ſcorbutic Water or Spirit (or what 
you pleaſe to term it) preſcribed 
on the 1 of Decexzb. conſiſting of 


Snails, Brooklime, Dandalyon, 


Oranges, and Limons, Broom - 
flowers, &*c. And that you may 
© 1 the 
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the better underſtand, that they 

had treated his Lordſhip ſeverally 

and jointly as a Scorbutic Patient, 

you may peruſe their joint-Pre- 

ſcription of the ſeventeenth of 

Decemb. where it 1s determined, 

that the Patient ſhall perſevere in 

the. ule of the Deſtiatum Anti- 

 ſeorbuticum , which 1s the proper 
name they impoſed upon their Pre- - 

ſcription of the firſt of Decemb. 

Moreover you may obſerve, that I 

have not ſuggeſted theſe Diſeaſes 

from the vertues or intention of 

their Bills, bot from their expreſſed 

words; as for further inſtance, 1n 

their Record of the fourth of De- 

cember you read, they term my 

Lord's pains a Colick pain. Where 

they ſeem for a while to leave oft 

their Scorbutic method, and convert 

their whole efforts againſt the Co- 
Tick on freſh : Here Oyl of ſweet 
Almonds, Syrup of Marſhmallows, 

and Chamomil-water, are eſteemed 
as great Specificks ; Their Auxilt- 

| aries 
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aries are Carminative Glyſters, Fo- 
mentations, Bags, Cordials, Balſa- 
mics , and Hypnotics, their old 
friend, But Omnia incaſſum, ill 

worſe and worſe. 
$ 65, Once more, and that for 
the laſt, they are reſolved ro make 
a bolt or a ſhot of it: They re- 
membred, that My Lord had been 
taken more than once with a ſup- 
preſſion of Urine, a Symptome 
that oft attends the Stone 1n the 
Bladder, and that which proved 
an Tgnis faturs to leduce our Phy- 
{icians into a ſtrange miſtake : For 
unto the forelata Symptome of 
Suppreſſion, they added an inter- 
current pain of the Loins, Vomi- 
tings, (now deemed a Symptome of 
- the Stone- Colick) pains above the 
Groin, interpreted to be Vellica- 

tions of the Ureter by Gravel, or - 

{mall angular Stones : And laſtly, 
his Lerdſhip's Father dying of the 
Stone in the Kidneys, was an Her- 
calean Argument, that thoſe great 
G 3 Tory 
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Tortures were Nephritic Pains, and 
the Diſeaſe no other than the Stone 
in the Kidneys. This they confi- 
| dently afferted to all my Lords 
Relations and Viſiters; and they 
made no doubt, but there were 
Engines, Pickaxes , and Shovels, 
| that they could command out of 
their Apothecaries Shop, whereby 
they ſhould ealily dig the Stone 
out if the Mine of the Kidneys. 
To work they go with their edged 
tools, and make their firſt attaque 
with a Nephritic Purge , 'mark'd 
down on the 8th of Decemvb. this to 
be ſeconded with a ({trong Laxative 
and Diuretic Glylter ; the next day 
the aſfault to be renewed twice 
with a Diuxretic Apozem, virtuated 
with the expreſſion of fitty Hog- 
Hce, and within ' two hours to be 
reinforced with the exhibition of 
Opobalſamum, commonly called, 
The Balm of Gilead, or the beſt ſort 
of a well-concocted Therebinthir, 
exaCtly imitating the vertues of the 
Roſin 
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Roſin of Yerice : In ſumma, an 
Impoſture put upon the Exropear 
Chriſtians, by Armenians and Per - 
far Mahometans. But by the way 
conſider, the vaſt Doſe of Hog-lice, 
the Opobalſam, or Armenian There- 
binthin upon that, and Therebin- 
thin Glyſters upon that again ; 
whereof ſome days four or five of 
them were adminiſtred ſucceſhively 
one after another, each Glyſter 
containing four Ounces of Lyca- 
tellus's Balſam diflolved 1n it ; fo 
that in twenty four hours there were 
twenty or five and twenty Oun- 
ces, that is, above a Pound and an 
half of Lxcate/us's Balſam forced 
intothe Patient's Belly : How large 
the proportion of Therebinthine 
muſt be to make ſuch a huge maſs 
of Balſam, 1s eaſily computed. Be- 
ſides all this, 1n the intervals were 
exhibited Doſes of Oyl of ſweet 
Almonds, Syrup of Marſhmallows, 
Balſamic Syrups, and a Deco@tion 
of Ligmmm Nephriticum and Maſtic- 

G 4 wood, 
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wood, Chips ſo highly decanted 
for the Cure of the Stone. All theſe 
I account only the Shovels; but 
the great Pickax was their Pulvis 
Nephriticas Magiſtralis, a Noſtrun 
prepared by their Privy Apotheca- 
ry, and to be purchaſed of him at 
his own rate by the Apothecary in 
ordinary. And foraſmuch as col- 
laterally was intimated to me, this 
tamed Pulvis Nephrit. derived its 
vertues chiefly from Hog-lice, Egg- 
ſhels calcined, Crabs eyes prepared 
with Oyl of Tartar, &>c. But 
whether Cantherides, or Spaniſhe 
flies, did conſtitute any part of the 
baſis of this mighty Pouder, I could 
yet never learn ; a particularity 
worthy to be enquired into. A 
Dram and half of this Pulvis was 
ordered for a Doſe on the 19th of 
December, as you may read before 
among the Preſcripts, and to be 
ſwallowed down once or twice a 
day in ARheniſh Wine. And be- 

cauſe the paſlages, through which 


the

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the Stone was to come, ſhould be 


made big enough, wide enongh, 
and (hippery enough, a Draught 
writ down on the 17th of Decem- ' 
ber, of Oyl of ſweet Almonds, 


Syrup of Marſhmallows, and of 


the five opening Roots, was to be 
given a little before 5 beſides, left 
the Stone ſhould ſtick in the way, 
a Therebinthin Glyſter was to bring 
up the rear, to force it on. Du- 


ring all this buſtle, his Lordſhips 


Urine came tumbling down in Ca- 
taraCcts, but no Stone. At Icngth 
the Doctors begin to difcover red 
Grave], of which they reported, 
they had ſaved near upon one 
Spoonful and an half ; but in re- 
gard it fo exactly reſembled that 
ſort of red Sand, which is contain'd 
10 the German Hour-glaſjes, ſcarce 
any body could look upon it with- 
out ſmiling. The Gravel deſcending 
was interpreted by them to be the 
Prodroms of the Stone, which now 
they expected every minute, with 

as 
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as much Faith,as the Jews do their 
Meſſras, after a great Storm. And 
what 1s more, one of them like a 
Bigot Midwife , {ate up a Night 
or two, to afliſt at this Rocky 
birth. 

$ 64. They puſh on (till, and 
adde new forces to their Stone- 
breakers, and Pifſ driving Medi- 
cines, by ordering twenty drops 
of Spirit of Therebinthin (a ſtrong 
Piſl-driver) to be mixt with the 
Syrups forementioned, and waſht 
down with a draught of Rheriſh- 
Wine, this to be repeated after f1x 
hours : no Stone yet, but Urine 
in abundance; whence they ſur- 
miſed, that ſince the paſſages were 
ſo well lubricated, the Stone muſt 
ſtick faſt in the Pelvis of the Kid- 
neys; to loofea which, a Vomit 
was commanded to be uſed on the 
24th of Decemb. as their Bill ex- 
prefleth ; 2nd on the 25th and 
28th, a Purge. From the concul- 
ſton of the Vomit. 1 its OT 
| | an 
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and the compreſſion of the Muſ- 
culs of the Belly upon going 
'to Stool, it was expected the 
Stone would be ſhaken, and tum- 
bled down. But in fine , they 
. were greatly miſtaken. in their 
meaſures 3 inſtead of the Stone, 
there was a flood of Urine (1mpro- 
perly ſo called) came down ſo 
impetuouſly, that this Patient, 
or Phyſicians Martyr, (as his 
Lordſhip was oft pleaſed to term 
himſelf ) in twenty four hours 
made fix times more water than 
he drank, according as my ſelf, 
and Chirurgeon everal times 
found upon an exa&t computati- 
on by meaſure : For in a Nights 
time twelve , and ſometimes thir- 
teen Fints of water, were diſcharg- 
ed by the Bladder ; which I can- 
not denominate Urine , as not 
having the Colour , Scent, or 
Taſt of fuch 3 but on the con- 
trary, lookt likerock-water, tran- 
ſparent, and clear, without ſedi- 

ment 
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ment , ſcented like Beef-broath, 
and taſted ſweetiſh like Honey. 
Here, from making little of no U- 
Tine, obſerve well, ſourced a moſt 
plentiful ſpring or fountain of clear 
water. Now all hands at work, if © 
you are men, Luff, no near. To 
ſtopping theleak they go; and in 
order to that, on the 29th of De- 
cember appoint an Adfſtringent 
ſtopping EleCary ; likewiſe a po- 
tent binding Decoction of Comfrey, 
Yarrow, &c. On the 3oth athick- 
ning Powder of Gum-Arabick, and 
Gum-Dragant,with a Diltillation of 
Cypreſs-tops, Whites of Eggs, Cinna- 
2:0# and Milk : Upon this a mixture 
of Rhubarb, Gum Arabic, Dragant 
and Confrey-roots, an unpleaſant 
ſort of Tanſey. More yet, there muſt 
be alſo plentifully drunk A4lzzoad- 
Milk with Poppey-ſceds 1a 1t, and 
Cordials,and all this 1n one day. On 
the 31th 1n the morning they made 
their Viſit, and ſpake to the wa- 


- man attending 3 Well, what chear, 
Nurſe? 
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Nurſe ? 0, Myr. Do@or, abundance 
of Urine this night ! Pain and tor- 
tures ſo inſuſferably violent, that 
his Lordſhip flung himſelf twice out 
of Bed,as if he had Convulſtons ! His 
burning Heat ſo great, that all night 
| long my Lord held his hands on bot- 
tles of cold water ! Fainted ſeveral 
times, that T thought he would not 
have ſeen the Morning! Vomited 
and ſtrained very oft, as if his eye- 
ſtrings would have broke ! My Lord 
drew his breath ſo extremely ſhort 
and thick, that T verily believed, 
he would have been ſtifled ; for his 
Lordſhip would not ſuffer any Cur- 
tain to be arawn, or any body ſtand 
near the bed-ſide, leſs he ſhould hin- 
der the air from him | Now, 
Mr. Doctor, 2z0m0do pulvis 2 No 
doubt, but the Nephritic Pulvis 
was a moſt excellent Powder; ne- 
ver did Medicine anſwer expecta- 
tion better 3 for perfe&ly did 1t 
remove the ſappreſſion of Urine, 
and 1f Stone or Gravel had been in 
the 
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the way, it could never have re- 
liſted the force of it. Therefore, 
Let's conclude, one and all, They 
did what men could do ! Here was 
no want, but abunaance of Reme- 
dies, and it was ten to one, if one 
of them did not hit. He that 
throwes with tcn Dice, cannot 
eaſily mils quater trey , unleſs he 
be carſedly unfortunate : and Sea- 
men in a Storm do oft hoiſt up all 
their Sails, though they bring the 
Mainmalt by the board. 

$ 69. Well, Contra vim mortis 
20n eſt Medicamen in hortis. After 
the Con ſult-Maſfſe was ended, my 
Lord's Relation askt them, What 
think ye of my Lord? what hopes 
have ye e they replyed (as I am in- 
formed ) one and all, We have no 
manner of hopes, he1s a dead man); 
we will do what we can to give 
him eaſe. They all gave him over; 
and to all thoſe Noblemen thar 
were Viliters, they declared poſi- 
tively, that his Lordſhip could not 


live ; 
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live; and ſome went ſo far, that 
they expreſſed it was impoſlible, he 
ſhould outlive ſeven days. This 
deſperate Decree of the Do@ors. 
was ſoon conveyed to my Lord's 
ears by a meſlenger, that ſeldome 
tarried long by the way to carry 
news of this nature to kim. 


$ 76. His Lordſhip no whit diſ- 
maid at the 1ll-tidings, abont the 
ſecond or third of Janxary delired 
' IT ſhould attend him. My,Lord 
was then pleaſed to ſ1gaithe, that 
my-abſence from the Town on the 
| day he received his Wounds, had 
occaſioned him to make uſe of ſe- 
veral vogued Phylicians, whoſe 
greatneſs of fame ſince he perceived 
to bea vulgar opinion, by the ſuc- 
ceſs that attended their expert- 
ments napon him, he trequently 
prefled them to conſult with me, * 
as having had a greater experience 
of his Conſtitution upon various. 
occaſions, that did not only require 

compe- 
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competent Learning and Judgment, 
but a careful attendance. The in- 
flammation this ſort of diſcourſe 
raiſed on their Dara Mater, cauſed 
them to burlt into this peremptory 
anſwer, that they would not con- 
{ult with me, let the event be what 
it would, becauſe TI was not of the 
College, and if his Lordſhip per- 
ſiſted in thoſe demands, they would 
certainly deſert him. This reply 
being thoroughly peruſed, my Lord 
was obliged to ſurrender himſelf 
to their diſcretion, partly through 
the neceſlity of pleaſing ſome of 
bis Relations, and partly through 
the new aſlurances they confident- 
ly gave him of a ſpeedy and perfect 
Recovery. Since therefore now 
he fonnd their hopes turned into 
deſpair, he had eaſily obtained 
from them, what by no manner of 
" arguments he could diſpoſe them 
to before; and in conſequence of 
that, did appoint me to give them 
a Conſult-meeting ,on the morning 
follow- 
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following. Tn order hereunto, I 
examined the Symptomes prece- 
ding , and thoſe preſent , which 
chiefly were infufferable Pains and 
Tortures on the left fide of the 
lower patt of the Belly, too horri- 
ble for any man of ordinary ſtrength 
to endoare. 2. A ſcorching He@ic 
Fever, that had ſo macerated his 
Body, that it was a perfe@& repre- 
ſentative of a Shkeletor, covered 
over with a ſkin. 3. A Diabetes, in 
the dialect of fome boriſh Phyſici- 
ans called a Piſ5pot-4ropſte, a Sytni- 
ptome ſo rare , that among ten 
millions of ſick perſons, ſcarce one 


1s obſerved to be afflicted with : 


For it is ſeldome in the power of 
the worſt-of Morbifick Cauſes to 
produce it, unleſs affiſted with the 
Pickaxes and Shovels of the Art of 
Phyſick. 4. Syncopees, or long 
deep Swoonings, feveral in a day, 
and frequent Lipothymzes, or fain- 
tings. 5.. A 'ſ{uffocative Reſpira- 
tion , or ſtifling breathing; as for 
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want of (leep, a very low ebbe of 
Strength, Vomitings, a dejeted Ap- 
petite, and worſe Goncoction, e*c. 
F account as nothing, in compariſon 
of theſe five. | 

$ 70. Death uſually being the 
termination of each of theſe Sym- 
ptoms, even when fingly afflidting 
the Body, moved this Query in me, 
Which of all theſe five mortal Ene- 
mies would in the moſt appearance 
kill his Lordſhip firſt > Upon ſome 
diſcuſſion, my opinion inferred, 
that the Dzabetes would ablolve its 
fatal] courſe the ſooneſt, probably 
ineleven days3 but then that each 
of the other four Syzmptomes might 
very well pretend to one days miſ- 
chief, ſeemed conjectural enough, 
which ſubſtracted from the foreſaid 
eleven, inferred a conſequence, 
that his Loxd{hip would not out- 
live ſeven days, as ſome of the 
Doors had prognoſticated. 

How little ſuch a Tragic Scene 


of Morbific Attendants could en- | 


courage 
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courage a perſon to ac jointly with 
thoſe, that after ſo many brutal ca- 
lumnies and affronts, now ſeemed 
only to admit of a Conſultation to 
make uſe of me, like the Fox of 
the Cats foot, was evident ; how- 
ever, the obligation I owed to my 


Lerd, and ſome of his Lordſhips 


own Relations, engaged me to con- 
tribute the utmoſt of my endeavors, 
eſpecially upon the general noiſe of 
their Conclamatum of his Life, and 
the obſervation of many particu- 
lars, wherein I apprehended they 
had egregioully erred. 

By appearing ſomewhat later 
than the hour appointed, 1t was 
ſuppoled my ſtomach was taken 
off by the reflections the DoGtors 
had made the night before, (for I 
was not yet of the College) who 
therefore knowing where I was 
that Morning, now preſſed ear- 
neſtly I ſhould be ſent for ; not ſo. 
much to conſult, as to hale me in 
to bear part of the burthen, Being 
H 2 come 
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come to the famous Conſult-room, 
I found two men, one much of the 
Aeen of ſome Renegado-Divine, or 
School-maſter turn'd to Phyſick, 
velted and tunickt with black ; 
the other Campagne Tunickt with 
gray, ſmoaking a Pipe of Tobacco 
al Indiano. Whatever they ſeem'd 
tome 1n the external, the Phyſical 
Eloquence of the former, expreſſed 
by a tongue ſo nimble, that my 
ears could hardly keep pace with 
him, and the ſolid judgment of the 
latter, did demonſtrate them 'moſt 
excellent Phyſicians in the general ; 
and in particular, the one hath mc- 
rited, among the Vulgar, the fame 
of a good Childrens Doftor, and 
the other of a Womans Door. 
The Prologue of theſe Phyſicians 
was, that they were come thither 
ro hear, what Propoſal I had te 
offer, in order to my Lords Reco- 
very. A greater 1mpertinency I 
have not heard 3 implying, as if 
_y had looked upon themſelves to 
be 
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be appointed Commiſſioners to 
receive Propoſals from me,touching 
ſome kinde' of improbable work, 
as the draining of a River, or the 
like ; and to be Judges of 0yer and 
Terminer of the feaſibility of the 
Project. Thus we ſee how arro- 
gant ſome ſort of men are, when 
finding themſelves buoyed up by 
common fame, Coach and Horles, 
and Propt with the dubious 1nter- 
pretation of a Law, ſtudying Om- 
nibus viis & mods to opprels their 

equals. 
$ 71. The Replication I made 
em was, that according to the 
form of Conſultations, I expected 
an account of what courſe and 
method had been uſed, what Reme- 
dies, and again(t what Diſeaſes , 
Cauſes, or Symptomes 3 which 
done, I ſhould ſhew my ſelf ready 
1n declaring my Sentiment. Upon 
this, the well-ſpoken Gentleman re- 
lated the nature of the Wound,and 
by what means cured; withal, that 
H 3 there 
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there were other Diſtempers ſur- 
vened upon that, iz. Colick, 
Scorbutic pains, Stone and Gravel; 
the latter of which he offer'd to 
prove, by having cauſed the dif- 
charge of a great heap of Gravel, 
through the force of thoſe Stone- 
breaking and Piſs-driving Medicines 
that were exhibited, adding the 
hereditary property of the Stone, 
whereof his Lordſhips Father 
died. The other Phyſician was 
upon the carping auſcultation, tv 
which his continuando of the Vir- 
ginian (moak contributed, by its 
Henbane quality of condenſing of 
his animal Spirits. e | 
$ 72. By paſſing over all what 
they had ated, and the reflections 
thereon, I endeavoured to avoid 
Diſputes and Provocations, and 
thought to have contracted an ami- 
ty and well-underſtanding among 
them, which 1s very neceſſary to 
render Conſultations ſucceſsful ; 
and therefore unmediately expreſt 


ns 
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my ſenſe, That in all Wounds, the 
termination of the Cauſe wound- 
ing, be it Sword, Lance, e*c. 
ought to be particularly obſerved ; 
and for that reaſon, the Sword 
wherewith his Lordſhip was woun- 
ded, was to be exactly traced in its 
paſſage ; which confidering the 
prick, that my Lord very ſenſibly 
perceived a little above the left 
Groin, and cauſed him to fall down, 
was an argument the Sword termi- 
nated or ſtopt upon the Os Coxer- 
dix or Iſchion, a little above the 
Acetabalum ; if fo, then probably 
the Sword muſt have paſſed the 
Meſentery, part of the Pſoas, and 
_ the Muſcular Thacus internus. The 
auſcuiting Phyſician interrupted 
me, 1n ſaying, that there was no - 
ſuch Muſcul as the Mruſculas Thacus 
belonging to the frame of Mans 
Body ; and that I was under a great 
miſtake, it was anerrour ; and far- 
ther, it was ignorance in me; and 
therefore I ought to confider well 
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of what I ſaid before ſuch men 3s 
they were. At that time having 
no Anatomical Picture-Book by 

me, nor the occaſion of ſhewin 
them the Muſcul in a dead Body, 
I ſwallowed the affront, for the 

reaſon expreſſed in the beginning 
of this Paragraph, and ade 
intimating that here might very 
rationally be ſuſpeted, that there 
was ſome ſmall proportion of puru- 
lent matter collected in the hollow 
of the Abdomen, converted in- 

to ſuch, out of Blood leakin 
through ſome ſmall Veſſels , that 
were hurt by the paſſing of the 
Sword. But this did not ſeem a 
cauſe ſufficiently adequated to 
_ produce thoſe acute Pains above 
the Groin, which therefore I poſj- 
tively aſſerted, could be occalioned 
by no other than the Puncture of 
one of thoſe great Nerves, that are 
originated from the Medulls Sping- 
lis about the Lyzbi,whence iſſuing 
E: Gleet, which by PP IS 
2, fog 
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ſoon converted into a Yirws, or 
Venom, the property whereof 1s 
not only to cauſe horriblegpains of 
the Nerves and Nervous Parts , 
but Syncopees, Lipothymies, Vo- 
mitings, ſhort oppreſſed breath- 
ings, Convulſions, Fevers; but 
never a ſuppreſſion of- Urine , nor 
Dzabetes : Whence theſe two latter 
are to be derived, a{k the Doctors, 
and conſult their Preſcriptions. 

To prove that thoſe fore-mentt- 
oned Symptomes did only iſſue 
from the puncture of a Nerve, I 
inſtanced the concomitants and 
accidents, that uſually attend and 
follow a punure of a Tendon, or 
which is much worſe, of a Nerye 
in the Arm, upon unskilful Blee- 
dings;vzz. extreme Pains, Impoſthu- 
mations, Syncopees, and the reſt. 

The Indications are two. 1. To 
ſtap the Gleet of the Nerve. 2. To 
remove the virulent humour, or 
11quor, that's already gleeted. By 
anſwering the firſt indication readi- 


ly 
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1y and in due time, the latter is 
prevented. But in his Lordſhips 
caſe there were more Indications to 
be deſumed from Diſeaſes, that 
were conſtituted, per Denteropathi- 
am, per errorem externum, and by 
occaſtonal cauſes. 

I cannot here omit, once more 
to declare the excellency of. our 
Balſam , deſcribed before, how 
ſpeedily it would have performed 
in the beginning, what both the 
Indications point at ; and in many 
other Diſtempers its  cffedts are no 
leſs admirable. But nothing 1s 
more to be regretted, than the 0- 
miſſion of the Royal Vulnerar 
Drops, eſpecially being offer'd 
ſeaſonably ; which as Bi as Te 
underſtand, were never yet taken 
for the cure of the moſt dangerous 
of Wounds, without having cer- 
tainly performed the effe&, that 
was expected from them. More- 
over, I do believe, that far meaner 
Medicines might. have ſtopt the 

Gleet, 
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Gleet, as Spirit of Vitriol dulct- 
fied, Spirit of Sulphur, or Vitrio-, 
low Martis, or what is more ordi- 
nary, common Vitriol tied up 1a a 
rag, and applied externally, near 
the place where the puncture was, 
or further off; ſo diffuſive and De- 
netrative is the nature of Vitriol. 

It was not in the beginning, but 
at the latter end, that I was con- 
ſulted ; and therefore beſides the 
former, other Indications are to be 
taken, as well from the Diſeaſes the 
Sword had occaſioned, as thoſe 
which Art had procured, viz. Dz2- 
betes, Fever, ec. I ſoon percei- 
ved, that nothing but a Mercurial 
Remedy would anſwer all Indi- 
cations; but leſt the well-ſpoken 
Doctor ſhould thence take an occa- 
ſton to beſpatter me, and cry out 
aloud, I offered to give his Lord- 
ſhip Mercury, (a word that ſounds 
barbarous among the ignorant.) T 
apprehended it prudence to defer 
It, until another might be called in, 
- | Or 
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ar that I had prepared his Lord- 
ſhip, or ſome of his Relations for 
it. In the mean time I propoſed 
this following, as anſwering moſt 
of the Tadications, as affairs ſtood 
Then.

You may remember, I mentioned 
ewo Phyſicians that were to be con- 
ſulted that Morning, before this 
was preſcribed ; but one of them 
being thrown out for a wrangler, I 
was yoaked to the other 3; who did 
as readily reform, and conform, or 
indeed take up any form, as any 
man I ever met with ; though at 

eng 
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the ſame time he did alſo expect 
to be indulged in ſeveral of his 
own Enthuſiaſms, which reſting too 
much upon the baſes of ſome of hits 
preceding Opinions, cauſed fre- 
quent diſſentions and jarrings a- 
mong us. And its a very common 
Obſervation, that where ſome great 
Phyſicians have taken up a fenti- 
ment, and declared it, they wall 
not recede from it, though they are 
convinced they are in the wrong, 
and that it will tend to a certain 
prejudice of the Patient ; becauſe 
they will ſeem to be more than 
men, in the impoſſibility of erring 3 
but I have more charity,than to be- 
lieve this worthy Phyſician was 
polluted with any ſuch Principle ; 
or at leaſt I hope he was not. 

[ have ſomewhat abruptly given 
you an account of our firſt Conſul- 
tation, which now TI ſhall ſet down 
in the total. After I found that 
whatever I propoſed, was not only 
rejected, but render'd in Ridicxle, 

and 
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and that at ſo unfit a ſeaſon, where 
a Perſon of Honours Life lay at 
ſtake; I asked one of them in La- 
tine, diſcourſing of the Dzabetes, 
Exhibuiſti ne bolum armenum con- 
tra hunc affeFum 2 Hereplied, Now 
novi bolum armenum, ſed novi qui- 
dem bolum armenam. Herel per- 
ceived he rather ated the part of 
a School-maſter, as he had done 
that of the 7/;ac Anatomiſt, than 
of a Phyſician z which made me 
conclude, they deſigned leſs what 
might be advantageous to the Pa- 
tient, than carping, and derifion. 
Upon that I took my leave, refu- 
ſing my Fee, becauſe I had done 
nothing for it ; which notwith- 
{tanding they greedily accepted, - 
as if they had laboured hard in 
preſcribing never a Bill; and fo 
we left the Patient in a great deal 
of Pain and Miſery. 

At Night I was ſent for again, 
where I met one of them alone, 
who ſingly agreed to all what I 
ofter'd. 
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offer'd, but for formality deſired, 
to defer preſcribing until the other 
tliac Phylician ſhould be preſent, 
which would not be until the next 
morning 3 and ſo we left the Pa- 
tient again as we found him. Burt 
it hapned before I went away, that 
a very eminent Erzgliſh Surgeon 
came thither, to give his opinion 
touching his Lord{hips condition, 
which imported, that either ſome 
Tendon, Nerve, or Membrane was 
hurt on that ſide, where the pain 
was. This agreeing very near with 
whatT declared to his Lordſhip be- 
fore, we were appointed to meet the 
other Doftors next morning. My 
ſelf and the forementioned Cht- 
rurgeon, as we returned home, a- 
greed, that in this caſe, Rebus ſec 
ſtantibas, nothing could be more 
proper , than a Mercyrial Medi- 
cine, viz. Mercurivs dulcis, a pres 
paration ſo ſafe, that it is as com- 
monly given to Children agaia(t 
the Worms, as Alves, or Worm- 

ſeed. 
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ſeed. But I deſired him to propoſe 
it, in regard the Phyſicians would 
rather take it from a Chirurgeon, 
than a Phyſician ; ſuch is the cur- 
ſed emulation of mankinde ! 

Oa the Morming we met ;' it be- 
1ag my turn to (peak firſt, the re- 
ſeatment I had of their falſe re- 
fletions touching the 7-terzal 1iac 
Muſcul, and Bolazs Armen, oblig'd 
me ta declare, that before I went 
on further, I would make 1t ap- 
pear, who was in the errour; and 
to that purpoſe, here was now 
brought an authentic Anatomy - 
Book, and a Pharmacopea; 1n the 
latter they might ſee Bolus Arme- 
244, and in the, former the Muſcu- 
Ins Iliacns internus. This was no 
ſooner expreſſed, but one of the 
Phyſicians burſt out into very ſcur- 
rilous language , which without 
any further ceremony cauſed me to 
leave the Room, and the Conſulta- 
tion, Before I was gone paſt halt 
the lengthrot the ſtreet, I was _ 
led 
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led back again 3 and he that was 
the moſt mutinous diſmiſſed;though 
much againſt my deſire.

$ We had ſome controverſie about 
this Hedg-hog powder, the Dofor 
pretending he had done Miracles 
with it in the like caſe of a Drabe- 
tes; Which aflertion 1 much ſu- 
ſpected, in regard ſuch a Difſtem- 
per, under thoſe circumſtances, 
was not ealily paralletd. Befides, 
all the Authors that I ever read, 
and in patticular Fran. Joel. tb. 6. 
Je. 2. 9.8. recommends it as a ſin- 
gular Dinretic, againſt a total ſupe 
preſſion of Urine, and feems to in- 
timate, as if it were more forcible 
than Hog-lice. Likewiſe Foreſts 
l. 21.15. extols it for moving of 
Urine and Stool, How eould this 
then be proper to put i ſtop to a 
Pilling Dilcaſe, chat fo potently 
moved Urine ? However he would 
have it uſed, becauſe his experi- 
_ ence had ſupplied him with no- 
table Examples. Neither eould = 
we 
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well accord upon his £yrupys Bak 
ſamicus ruber, which according to 
my information was a diſfolution of 
Gummi Guaiaci 1n Spirit of Wine, 
and ſweetned into a Syrup with 
white Sugar, This MedicineT ob- 
jetted againſt, as being a violent 
Purgative , and Diuretic, and a 
great fretter of the Blood, The 
argument he valued little, but pre- 
ferr'd his own experience ; ſo that 
I was forced through importunity 
to yield to it. Though in the 
whole I found this was grounded 
upon the remains of his former opi- 
nion of his Lordſhip's being trou- 
bled with the Stone and Scurvey. 
So opiniatre are fome men, when 

they faſten to a Diſeaſe, 
$55. It was his Lordſh. commands, 
that ſince he had taken a new Me- 
dicine, preſcribed him on Indica- 
tions different from thofe of his 
former Phyſicians, I ſhould watch 
with him; by which means I had 
occaſion more particularly to ob- 
I 2 ſerve 


- 
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ferve the manner of his Pains , 
making of Urine, Vomiting, Brea- 
thing, and Fainting. About eleven 
of the Clock at Night his Sym- 
ptomes grew very violent, 1nſo- 
much that he called very earneſtly 
for his Hypnotic, or ſleeping Po- 
tion. - Itold his Lordſhip, I could 
by no means conſent to it, in re- 
gard it would fix thoſe virulent hu- 
mours, weaken his Brain and 
Nerves, and that it was wholly 
diſagreeing with the Medicine he 
had taken in the Morming. A day 
or twoafter, My Lord related to 
me, that his other Phyſicians had 
given it him two and thirty Nights 
together, and: therefore wondered 
I ſcrupled fo much at it. You are 
to obſerve, that this ordinary Hyp- 
notic was ſeldome preſcribed, but 
order d by word of mouth; For 
it's very rare, that Opzates are given 
in that proportion, and for ſo long 
a continuance 3: ſo that it was not 
convenient to have thoſe Bills filed

$ 76. On the Morning following 
the Night I ſate up,I gave his Lord- 
{hip aſſurance of removing his pains 
very ſuddenly, by Remedies, that 
nights obſervation had indicated;

until the Erglifh Surgeon ( a per- 
ſon of great Knowledge and Expe- 
rience, whoſe judgment I efteemed 
far beyond any of the Phy ficians) 
and the Doctor appeared, to whom 
I offerd the uſe of Yextoſes, or 
Copping-: glaſſes, to be applyed on 
the part affefted, tothe intent 
I 3 thoſe 
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thoſe virulent humours that occa- 
fjoned theſe torments, ſhould be 
attracted externally, and fo diſcuſ- 
ſed. The Surgeon well under- 
ſtanding the effects of Yextoſes, and 
the nature of the Diſtemper,agreed 
immediately they ſhould be applied,

This being 
new to the other Phylic ian,and 
becauſe it was recommended by 
me,he would by no means aſſent te 
it, and therefore preſſed, that an- 
other Phyfician of the Cabal ſhould 
be called, in which particular he 
was indulged by my Lerds Rela- 
tions. He miſunderſtandiag, that 
it was the other Doctor adviſed 
the Canſtick , therefore immediate- 
ly approved of it ; but the next 
Morning percteivipg his miſtake, 


did as obſtinately oppele the appli- 


cation of a Cax(iick on the 1afide 
of the Thigh a lictte below the 
Groin, ashe bad eaſily yielded to 
the former. The Surgeon, whole 
Experience and Judgment I eltce- 
med beyond twenty of them, gave 
me kts opinion, that the applica- 


tion 
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tion , could not be uſed withou* 
ſucceſs; and therefore after they 
were withdrawn to their ſeveral} 
accupations, we cauſed the forefaid 
Carſtick, to be applyed, and three 
or four days after we judged it 
conventent to apply another on the 
inſide of the Thigh, a little above 
the Knee ; the E/car being calt off, 
we keep them open for a long 
time, by putting in ſeveral 7vy- 
peaſe with a piece of flatted lead 
over them, to cauſe them to make 
a deeper impref{ton.

The Ballam of Sulphur was a Re- 
medy offered by me ; but in regard 
the ordinary Chymical Balſam , 
that was brought thither, was a 
Medicine fitter for a horſe (though 
purchaſed with all the care imagi- 
nable by the Apothecary from the 
 Chymilt) I prevented his Lordſhip 
from uſing it, promiſing to bring 
ſome of my own preparation, but 
did not ſuffer my Lord to take it, 
until ſeveral days after. 

The other Doctors returning, I 
told them, it was their old Medi- 
cines had put us back again ; and 
once for all declared, they ſhould 
never be exhibited again, as long 
as I was concerned, They replicd, 
It was the Balſam of Sulphur ; up- 
on which I drew a ſmall thumb- 
glaſs of my own B «l/am of Sulphur 
out of my pocket, and ſhewed it 
them full, telling them, though I 
had carried it about me ſeveral

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days, my Lord had not yet taken 
a drop of it 3 which his Lordſhip,

On the 16th of Jurzary in. the 
morning, this Phyſician finding his 
Lordſhip encompaſſed with Sym- 
tomes ſo dangerous, that ia his op1- 
nion he ſeemed to have computed 

the 
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the Hours and Minutes, beyond 
which he could not ſurvive, and 
therefore peremptorily declared, 
that if another Phyſician of the 
Cabal was not called in, he would 
come no more; an expedient that 
was made ule of by him, to draw 
his neck out of the collar. I told 
him, as he went down the ſtairs, 
he acted not only very ungrateful- 
ly, having received ſo many Fees ; 
but uncharitably and inhumanely, 
in leaving a Perſon of Honour 1n 
that condition, who now once 1n 
ſix hours was aſſailed with a $y-- 
cope, that ſometimes for the {ſpace 
of half an hour rendered him 1n 
appearance little different from 
dead. 

Conceiving theſe Convullions, 
and other Symptomes, to be occa- 
ſtoned by thoſe venemous ſteems, 
attacquing the Brain, and the whole 
genus nervoſum, and conſequently 
the Heart, through that nervous 
branch of the Sixth pair that 1s 

LE 3 _ ns 
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diſtributed to it, to which the Ez- 
glifh Surgeon did not only aſfent, 
but likewife offer'd ſuch demon- 
ſtrative Arguments, that I ſhould 
not have expected from any of the 
Phyſicians, moved me to give his 
Lordſhip fix, and ſometimes eight 
drops of my own Balſam of Sulphur, 
(prepared after a mode not com- 
mon 1a the leaſthm an ounce of a 
Cordial preſcribed by me: for now 
being left at my own liberty, I 
directed ſuch Medicines as I thought 
proper to anſwer the preſent Indi- 
cations. At the ſecond exhibition 
the Syncope and Convullions cea- 
ſed. His Vomiting, which was 
cauſed by conſent of the great 
Stomachickh Nerves, and his diffi- 
culty of Reſpiration depending on 
the affection (by conſent) of the 
Nerves, that are difleminated 
through the Diaphragme, were al- 

ſo very conſiderably abated. 
Notwithſtanding the other Phy- 
ſician judged it prudence to change 
his 
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his reſolution, and make officious 
Viſits to his deſerted Patient, to 
obſerve the event ; and perceiving 
that the Symptomes went off ſo 
ſtrangely beyond. his expedation, 
on the third morning after he had 
left us, came into the Conſult- 
chamber again among us, with 
much affability and Eloqueace, n- 
tending to enter into conlultation 
with mez but we immediately gave 
him the whole Room to walk 1n by 
himſelf. My Lord enquired the rea- 
ſon of our leaving the DoCtor ; an- 
{wer was made,that he had a minde 
to come 1n upon the review, and it 
was thought fit, that ſince he left 
his Lordſhip in extremity, we 
ought to leave the Doctor, now the 
diltemper had a better aſpett : But 
however as for my own particular, 
if his Lordſhip was pleaſed to com- 
mand me, or if his Honours Relation 
would needs have it ſo, I was very 
willing. to adviſe with ſo learned 
and eminent a Phyſician, My Lord 

K 4 waved 
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waved it, and left himſelf wholly 


to our care. 

By the way, this 1s a plain in- 
ſtance of the reſult of Conſultati- 
ons, and the difference of a Phyſi- 
cians atting ſingly and freely with- 
out that diſturbance, imploying the 
utmoſt of his care and endeavours 
to the advantage of his Patient : 
Whereas in Conlultations,eſpecially 
grand ones, it matters not what the 
event 1s, there being a great many 
vouchers and ſhoulders, to bear the 
corps upon; beſides, oft-times he 
that prates moſt, leads the reſt by 
the noſe. And to what purpoſe 
ſhould any of them take much 
pains? Por. if the Patient lives, 
the reputation of his Cure 1s equal 
to them all, as well to the Fool as 
the Knave; their Fee 1s hkewiſe 
equal, he that faith little, hath as 
much as he that ſpeaks all: More- 
over, if any of them ſhould prove 
refraftory, or ſomewhat mutinous, 
be ſure the reſt would never con- 


ſult

ſult with him again; which muſt 
neceſſarily prove a great loſs to 
him. For there is abundantly more 
money got by Conſultations, than - 
fingle Practice : Netther Mayer, 
Prudgeon, nor Willis could have 
got a quarter of the eſtate they 
left, barring Conſultations z more- 
over, it 15 a ſafe practice, and no 
hazard of a mans Reputation. 
Every Phyſician expe&s no leſs 
than a double Fee, and for that 
each of them will foiſt in his me- 
dicine, which too oft proves to be 
ſuch a hodgpot, that it ſends the 
Patient in a little time to his An- 
ceſtors. Fernelins, Hollerius, Du- 
retys, and Cardax, men in their time 
of far greater fame than any of 
my Lords Phyſicians, chanced to 
be called 1n Conſultation; the one 
adviſed Bleeding, the other a 
Julep , the third a Decoction, the 
fourth a Cordial Bolzs, beſides ma- 
ny other Medicines, all to be uſed 
in one day: a great charge this 

muſt 
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muſt amount to! The Patient was 
a Yonth troubled with a Headach, 
Drouth, Gripes and Fever. The 
Phylictans were no fooner gone, 
but there comes an Old-woman, re- 
commended by a Jeſuit, who with- 
out much conſultation anoints his 
Belly, eſpecially about the Navi], 
with a Lintment of Ox-gall, Colo- 
ceynthis, and Alozs, which 1n lefs 
than an hour moved a Stool or 
two, and brought away five or fix 
Worms : Upon this the Lad was 
immediately reſtored to his health. 
The Phyticians returning next 
moraing to ſee the Patient, who 
was abroad at play, were very 1!1- 
received by the Mother of the Boy, 
who called them Rogres,that would 
have kill'd her Childe by bleeding; 
and Cheats, for taking her Money 
withont deferving it. 
Some days before this Doctor 
left us, there hapned a long diſpute 
between me and two of the former 
Phy ſtcians, who baited me for 
three 
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three hours together in a Conſul- 
tation, concerning a purulent eva- 
cuation, which I had obſerved his 
Lordihip made by Stool. Here 
they cavilld, in objecting, they 
ſaw no paſſage by which matter 
could be tran{mitted into the Guts. 
I told them the paſfages were not 
difterent from thoſe , through 
which Nature in a Dropfite, being 
ftimulated by a Purge, doth throw 
off water, that is colle&ed in the 
capacty of the Abdomen. Let 
them read Hippocr. Aphor.1 4. SedF.6. 
"Ce Pega» tyom, Th rome rac gt ing fs THY XUAIE y 
Sar ©- pram. Takewiſe it hath 
been many times obſerved, that in 
an Empyerra the purulent colleti- 
on hath been diſcharged ſometimes 
by Stool, but more commonly by 
Urine, by the matter being admit- 
ted into the Veflels, and ſo by 
Circulatton poſted down. Read 
Scultet#s in Armament. Chir. Ob- 
ſerv. Li. item Obſerv. 46, Fe- 
tix Warts ta his Surgery, in the 

Chapt. 
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Chapt. Of Wounds in the Breaſt. 
Alſo Fabrit. Hildan. 1n his Obſerv. 
and Skenkizs, beſides many others. 
In Impoſthumes of the Liver and of 
the Meſentery, the matter is com- 
monly evacuated by .Stool, by 
means of the Veſſels, or ſometimes 
by perforation of the ps through 
the Guts. 

It was mnch about this time, 
ſince affairs went on ſo ſucceſsfully, 
the Phyſicians of the Brotherhood 
made it their buſineſs to diſperſe 
themſelves into moſt of the great 
Cofiee-houſes of the Town, where 
they ſometimes reported, I was a 
Mountebapk, fometimes a Surgeon, 
and othertimes an Apothecary, or a 
Chymiſt ; for what I had done was 
meerly by chance. I much wonder, 
how many ſuch Mountebanks they 

can ſhew me, that are of their com- 
bination. As for my Education, I 
queſtion whether I have not had 
far better than any of them. The 


Laitive and Greek” Tongues I at- 
tained 


_- 
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tained in the Low-conntries ; then 
was placed in Exeter-College 1n 
Oxford, DoCtor Conant being at 
that time Rector, where I ſtudied 
Philoſophy ſeveral years 3 then 
went to Leydexw, where TI had one 
Colleginmm Theoreticum, and two 
Collegia Pratica under Profeſſor 
vander Linden, two Collegia Ana- 
tomica under Profeſſor vazy Horm, 
and one Col/eg. Botanicum under 
Profeſſor Yorſtizs. 1 went twice 
a week to the Hoſpital with the 
foreſaid Profeſlor wander Linden, 
to learn to know Diſeaſes, when 
they came before me, and how to 
cure them. I was alſo inſtructed 
there 1n the Chymical Art by a 
German, My Lodging was at a 
Surgeons houſe, on purpole to 
tearn the practical part of Surgery 
once a day I went' to an Apothe- 
caries ſhop, kept by a Relation of 
my Landlord, where I was taught 
the trade of an Apothecary. After 
this I paſſed into France, to im- 

prove 
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prove my {elf by viſiting the Sick 
of the Charite-Hoſpital every day, 
for ſome Moneths together ; and 
twice a week I went to Hoſtel 
Diex , made what Obſervations I 
could, and committed them to Pa- 
per. Theace I made the petit 
torr , and in my way I took my 
Degrees im Phylick, both of Ba- 
chelor and DoGor. Upon my 
return to Paris, I made an agree- 
ment with Monlieur Jarwot to dreſs 
and afiiſt at the greater Operations 
ia Surgery, at the forementioned 
Charite-Hoſpital : in the intervals 
of my Studies I was preſent at 
Monſieur Gayer his Anatonues, as 
many as hapned to be during my 
abode there. I paſled allo a cours 
of Chymiſftry with Monſieur Barlet. 
Hence I returned into Helard, 
where I was admitted Felloy7 of the 
College of Phyſicians at the Hague, 
as appears by their Diſpenlatory in 
print. After fome months I re- 
turned to Loydox, whence 1 _ 

ent 
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ſent to Flanders, to be Phyflician 
Cor Doctor-General, as they com- 
monly phraſe it) to the Army, 
where I continued till I was tired 
of the employment, and then took 
my courle for Ttaly through Ger - 
m4ny ; paſſed away ſome time at 
Padua, Bolonia, and Reme; and 
having ſeen the other chief Cities, 
came back through Switzerland, 
and fo down the Khine to Coller, 
thence into Ho//and, and foon after 
into England, where I have con- 
tinued ever {ince, and followed 
my PraGice. Now how theſe Gen- 
tlemen can make a Mountebaak, 
Surgeon, Apothecary, or Chymilt 
of me, without toucking their own 
Copyhold, I cannot tell: Sure I 
am, I was never a Renegado Dt- 
vine, a Schoolmaſlter, or Trooper 
tura'd to Phylick, or ever put the 
dice upon them by a forged Dz#- 
plome from Oxford 5 neither am I 
a meer YVelvetier, that hath no- 
thing but the Pluſh-jacket on his 

Back 
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Back, to ſhew what Trade he is of ; 
neither was I ever Member of a 
Society that harboured ſuch', but 


 ſcora to be of it. I never gave 


Mercurins Dulcis to a Lady againſt 
Fits, that ſervd me ſuch a jades 
trick as to Salzvate her, and put 
her in dangerof her Life. I never 
adviſed a young Lady very lately 
to looſe twenty or thirty Ounces of 
Blood, upon a ſpotted Fever, which 
kill'd her. I have at no time ad- 
miniſtred Laudanym Opiaturm 1o 
unskilfully , that Patients never 
awakend again. I never gave 
Vomit or Purge, that Kill d the 
Patient 1a the operation. -I have 
not preſcribed a Purge very lately 
to a young Gentleman, whoſe ſmall 
Pox appearing, was miſtaken by 
the Phyſician for Heat ; which the 
next day , when the Purge ſhould 
have been taken, were plainly riſen 
all over the body, and cauſed the 
Doctor to go to Prayers with the 
Lady his Mother and the Family, to 

give 
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give God thanks the Purge was 
not taken, and made his confeſit- 
on, that it would have killed him, 
had he ſwallowed it, ſtanding 
ready upon the Table for him. 
Thus you ſee Phyſicians ſometimes 
tye a Sword over your head by a 
hair. Was it not the Town«Tdol, 
that by his Anatomical Craft di- 
reed the place of Inciſion in a 
Childe, whoſe An#5 was imperfo- 
rated, upon the Sphin@er Muſcul , 
whereof the Infant ſoon died, he 
having wholy miſſed the Venthole? 
Did he not a conſiderable time 
treat a Lady out of Town, for a 
a Rhumatiſme of the Shonlder, 
which proved a large Impoſthu- 
mation ready to be opened, and 
upon apertion diſcharged above a 
Pint of purulent matter,and ſo was 
ſuddenly recovered; who other- 
wiſe by this Rhumatic courſe might 
have loſt the uſe of her Arm, and 
poſiibly of her Life > But enough 
of this at preſent ; Only leſt they 

L ſhould 
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ſhould run into an inconvenience 
by a miſtake of the name, I will 
oive them this Advertiſement, That 
there 1s one Harvy, whom the 
courteſy of Ereland gives the title 
of Door, he lives ſomewhere near 
Suffolk - ſtr. learnt his Trade of 
John Pontexs, and doth fell Medi- 
cines up and down the Country, 
though whether he keeps the Stage, 
I cannot inform them. Thus much 
-for my own vindication. 

The Vulnerary Decoction and 
Bags derived their Vertues chiefly 
from Traumatic Herbs (viz. Pyrola 
Virga aurea, Sanicula, and ſome 
others) that were gathered on the 
Alpes of Switzerland, and care- 
fully dryed, in energy and good- 
neſs far exceeding ours, which were 
preſented to me by the Right Ho- 
nourable my Lord Holes. | 

The form "of my Preſcriptions 
of the Vulneraries, 'Cordials, and 
other Medicines, may be ſeen on 
the Apothecaries file, the tran- 
ſcription 
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ſcription whereof ] have omitted, 
not only becauſe it would ſwell 
this Treatiſe 1nto too great a mole, 
but chiefly by reafon thoſe, that 
{hall think fit to anſwer this Tract, 
ſhould have ſome matter to work 
on; So that I hope they will as 
faithfully tranſcribe my Bills, as I 
have done theirs : For I ſhould 
take it very ill, if they ſhould tra- 
duce me in that particular. A third 
Reaſon you (ſhall alſo know in my 
Reply. 

My Lord's Diet was chiefly up- 
on Broath made of Mutton, Veal, 
and Poultry ; ſometimes with Vul- 
nerary Herbs 1n it, other times 
without. I allowed him no Fleſh 
for a month or {ix weeks. From 
Glyſters I diſuſed his Body gradu- 
ally ; directing at firſt but one in 
two days, then one in a week, at 
length wholy omitted them for a 
long interval : They were either of 
Mutton-broath alone, or of Milk 
and Sugar, according as I judged 
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requiſite. My Balſam of Sulphur 
was continued ; I directed allo 
a Vulnerary Decoction ; after- 
wards Vulnerary Bags to be intuſed 
m Eight-ſhilling Beer, and to be 
drunk in his uſual Drink ; like- 
wiſe Cordials, and ſometimes Cor- 
dials and Artepileptics mixt toge- 
ther. 7 

The effe&t of theſe Medtcines 
were ſuch, that in a ſhort ſpace his 
Urine appeared in moderace pro- 
portions, of a good laudable con- 
liſtence and colour, and a healthy 
hypoſtaſts, Then I thought ſea- 
ſonable, to adde Comfry-roots and. 
HMilfoil to hi- other Vulneraries, 
to heal and conſolidate the pun- 
ctured Nerve. After this his 
Lord{hip went abroad for two 
Months, flung off his Medi- 
cines too ſoon, againſt my advice 
only once in a fortnight I prevaild 
with him to take a Laxative of 
Manna and Syrup of Roſes, dif- 
ſolved in Broath, In the interim 


my 
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my Lord kept a very ill Diet, ſome- 


times did eat Coleworts, powder” d 
Beef , freſh Cod, Salmon, Tarts, 
and the like 5 dined oft abroad, 
where he ſcarce refuſed any thing, 
that was brought to the Table : 
Drank all ſorts of Wine, though 
moderately ; and once beyond O- 
ther times drank ſharp Rheniſh-wine 
upon a plentiful Dinner of freſh 
Cod, which occaſioned a ſmart 
ebullition of his Humours, burſted 
open again the Puncture, that was 
ſo lately healed, and procured a 
freſh Gleet, ſo violent , that his 
Lordſhip relapſed into Pains as 
great as ever. There was no way 
to ſtop the impetuous current of 
this Gleet , and conſequently to 
remove his Fains, but by giving a 
lift to hits humours, and turn the 
{tream upwards; which T perfor- 
med by railing a Salivation fo gen- 
tle, that his Mouth was ſcarce ſore, 
or his Face ſwelled : his Lordſhip 
ad1d not fſalivate above a Pint and 
L 3 a2 
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an half in 24 hours, neither was it 
continued beyond ſeven or eight 
days. The Salivation was no 
ſooner raiſed, but his Pains vaniſht 
immediately, and in the time of 
the Flux recovered his Appetite 
and Strength ; an obſervation con- 
trary to what it uſeth to'effe&t in 
others. However, this was a De- 
monſtrative Argument 2 juvante, 
that his Lordſhips pains were oc- 
caſtoned, by a venemous Gleet 
from a punctur 'd Nerve. Upon 
this I cauſed my Lord to take two 
or three Sweats, upon a draught of 
a Decoction of Sarſa with Vulne- 
naries, in a chair, to ſweat out the 
remains of the Mineral, and dry up 
the ſuperiſuities of the Snccws Ner- 
voſus, and other humours : Afﬀter- 
wards continued the ſame DecoCti- 
on for ſome time, though not fo 
long as I did adviſe. In every 
draught of the DecoQion were 
uſed ten or twelve Drops of my 
Tindure of Antimony , which put

his Lordſhip into a condition to be 
abroad again for ſeveral Weeks ; 
but returning to an irregular Diet, 
fell into a plain Rhumatiſme, Viz. 
ſmart Pains in his Breaſt, which 
after a ſhort continuance would 
remove to his Shoulders, thence to 
his Neck .and Elbows, and ſome- 
times to his Back ; for this I ad- 
viſed his Lordſhip to be bloaded a 
moderate quantity, twice 1n eight 
days, or thereabouts, by which 
means this foreſaid Rhumatiſne 
weat very well off. Then I uſed 
all the perſwafive Arguments, not 
forgetting that of the Pitcher go- 
ing ſo oft to the Well, to obſerve 
Rules ſtrictly, and particularly 
thoſe relating to his Diet, which 
my Lord thought a Penance ſo 
great (as indeed it would have 
been to any man, that had been ſo 
lang in a courſe) that he ſoon ſhoke 
off all dire&ions, and was again 
as irregular 1n his Diet, or rather 
more than before. The effe& of 
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this proved likewiſe worſe than 
. formerly ; for beiides Pains, I be- 
gan now to obſerve matter (ps) 
in my Lords Urine, about the 
quantity of a dram, which by de- 
grees increaſed to the meaſure of a 
ſpoonful or two, and that of an ill 
colour:. For deterging, 1 . gave his 
Lordſhip ſome of my Balſam of 
Sulphur, likewiſe another TinQure 
of Antimony, with direions how 
to uſe 1t in a Vulnerary Decoction 
that was prepared, ſometimes with 
vulnerary Herbs, boiled in a ſmall 
Aqua Calcis, and ſometimes in wa- 
ter and a little French-wine. The 
matter by theſe means ſoon grew of 
A better colour, and well-digefted 
into a white ps, then gradually 
diminiſhed, until jt came to that 
pals, which required conſolidation 
and healing: To which intent I 
gave a TinCture of Mars of my own 
preparation, which being all uſed, 
as much as I had of it ready pres . 
pared, I was forced to adviſe Tu 
bridges 
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bridge-waters, having a Vertue not 
only to cleanſe, and conſolidate, 
(witnels many that have been 
cured both of internal and ex- 
ternal Ulcers) but to diſcharge the 
malignant Gleet of the Nerve, to 
which I ever had a particular re- 
gard, as being the cauſe of all. 
Theſe Mineral-waters were drunk 
with ſo great ſucceſs in Town, 
that I was encouraged to per{ſwade 
his Lordſhip to go to the Wells, 
where the waters, by the oblerva- 
tion of all people, are found much 
more effectual: But it hapned , 
that the rockineſs of the ways 
thither had ſo diſturbed thoſe ten- 
der parts (which might have been 
prevented by a Litter; but thatmy 
Lord would by no arguments yield 
unto) that it threw him into his 
pains, which fo put us out of our 
courſe, thatit was not in the power 
of Art to recover our point again 
neither did his Lordſhip drink the 
Waters more than once; which he 
ſhould 
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preſent. Being returned to Town, 
the Ulcer recruded again, and 
diſcharged matter , ſometimes for 
eight or ten days, until what was 
engender'd was quite drain'd ; then 
there was an intermiflion of the 
diſcharge, until there was a ſufſici- 
ent quantity regendred , which 
would then again be caſt off by 
Urine. 

At length there was ſo great a 
Debilitation of the Nerves and 
Brain, occaſioned by the frequent 
return of the Pains, and regurgi- 
tation of the venemous Gleet, that 
It oft-times caſt the Patient into 
C ataleptic Fits, which by internal 
Medicines, the application of Yer- 
toſes and Epiſpaſticks, I did more 
than once bring his Lordſhip off, 
beyond the expeCtation of all per- 
fons. His Body being dayly more 
and more macerated, his Spirits 
gdiminithing, and Strength extreme- 
ly' impairing , God Almighty was 
| pleaſed 
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pleaſed to deliver him of all his 
miſeries, on Michae!/maſs-day in 
the morning, about ſeven of the 
Clock. 

His Lordſhips Body was opened 
two days after by command of the 
Coroners Jury, who ought to have 
underſtood, 1t was my bulfineſs 
(who had attended this Noble Pa- 
tient three quarters of a year, and 
in all probability knew beſt, where 
to diſcover the Cauſe (the eccaſs- 
onal of his Death) by directing the 
Surgeon , Monſieur &a ( a Ma- 
ſter- Surgeon of Parzs, and of the 
Hall in "London, that likewiſe at- 
tended laſt) in the Diſſe&ion : But 
1t was fo mana. that the other 
Phyſicians and Surgeons had de- 
ſgnedly ſo palliſado'd themſelves 
about the table, that I had only 
room to peep through, to obſerve 
the hand of the diſſecting Surgeon, 
that he might not drop in a Pebble 
into the hollow of the Kidney, to 
palliate the reputation of his Ma- 

ſters. 
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ſters. After they had lefr the 
Room, I returned to make a nar- 
rower ſearch than they had done, 
there being alſo preſent two Do- 
Qors of Phyſick, not of the Col- 
lege, who were both very expert 
Anatomiſts. Here I foynd all his 
Intrails ſound, not the leaſt Stone 
or Gravel in the Kidneys; but the 
Pſoas Muſcul, on the left ſide, was 
ganeren d, and part of the Colon, 
both being turn'd black, though 
not ſphacelated : for in a Sphacelzs, 
which 1s a perfect Mortifhcation, 
the part 1s fo rotted, that it will 
ſcarce hang together, and is uſually 
attended with a ſtink; whereas a 
Garngrene 1s only a tendency to, or 
the beginning of a Sphacelus. I 
likewiſe obſerved, that the fore- 
ſaid Muſcul, comparing it with the 
Muſcul of the other ſide, was di- 
mini{ht one third part, being cor- 
roded away, and turned into mat- 
ter , that was eagzndred through 
the Ebullitioa ,- or in their ſenſe 

Fermen- 
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Fermentation of the malign Gleet 
and the Blood, which being re- 
ceived into the Veins, was by Cir- 
culation carried to the Emulgents 
and Kidneys, and thence with the 
Urine to the, Bladder, in the ſame 
manner as I have already mention'd 
before. So that here 1n this part 
was the Ulcer, where no matter 
was found at that time ; becauſe it 
had been drained and carried off 
before, his Lordſhip not having 
diſcharged any matter five or fix 
days before his Death. Moreover, 
prefling hard with my Fingers up- 
on the ſaid Pſozs Mulcul, that was 
ſo extremely waſted, I felt thoſe 
great branches of Nerves ofthe firſt 
and third Lumbal Conjugations 
(whole anterior branches are difle- 
minated through its body) like a 
cord, rigidly contracted, and knot- 
ted throughout, a true figne the 
Puncture was in one of thoſe 
Nerves, neither was any other ac- 
cident capable to produce all —_ 
a 
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and the other Symptomes ; ſo that 
' it was no wonder, if upon contra- 
Con of the Nerves, his Lordſhip's 
lett Leg was contracted ſhorter than 
the right. His difficulty of breath- 
1ng was beyond all diſpute occa- 
flioned by conſent of a branch of 
the firſt Lamba! pair of Nerves, 
that 1s diſtributed through the 
carnous part of the Dzaphragm 
likewiſe his Gripes by conſent of 
thoſe other - branches of Nerves, 
that excur to the Guts. The pre- 
tented tumor on the left 7/;2 was 
only a tenſion of the Membranes. 
In Concluſion, I will preſume to 
offer theſe Queries. 1. Whether 
I ever receded from the opinion I 
. firſt ſtated, or from the Indications 
I firſt deſumed. 2. Whether it be 
not probable, had I acted as vari- 
ably as others have done, theſe 
great Phyſicians would have 
judged Oribaſizs de Laquezs a fitter 
author for me to read than Hrppo- 
crates, 3. Whether a good old 

| Surgerels 
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Surgereſs in the Country might 
not in the beginning have been 
more ſucceſsful with a Poultefs of 
a few green Herbs on the Com- 
mon, and the good 44/0 Pollet. 
4. It the method that was followed 
by me, had been uſed at the time, 
when they began to give his Lord- 
ſhip Opiazz, and before they had 
made uſe of their Pickaxes and . 
Shovels, whether 1n all probability 
the ſucceſs would not have been 
different. 5. Whether it was not 
as ridiculous as malicious, in ſome 
of theſe Phyſicians, to report, . that 
two or three ſmall Doſes of Aercx- 
riz5 Dulcis, (whereof Children of 
three or four years old have taken 
ſix or ſeven Doſes with great fuc- 
ceſs againſt the Worms) and thoſe 
conſented unto by the chief of 'em, 
as appears by his Mark ſet to the 
Preſcription, ſhould have done his 
Lordſhip the leaſt injury , having 
been given at leaſt Six or Seven 
Months before. I have no _—_—
